DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION, —. 
MONTGOMERY, ALA., March 18, 1879. 


To His Excellency, Rufus W. Cobb, Governor of Alabama: 

Sin—1I have the honor to submit my report of the operations of 
the Public School system of the State for the scholastic year end- 
ing September 30, 1878, I regret that a complete report from this 
department could not be submitted sooner ; but owing to the tardi- 
ness of some of the county and city superintendents of education in 
making their reports, it has been impracticable to do so—and even 
now the report is incomplete. It does not contain statistics from 
the county of Winston nor the city of Montgomery ; reports from 
these not having been received. 

The total amount of the publie school revenue (which accrued 
October 1, 1877,) for the year was $377,634.38, and was derived 
from the following sources :

From the foregoing, it will be seen that the number of white 
children within the edueational age in the State, according to the 
enumeration made by township trustees, was 214,720, and the num- 
ber of colored children 155,525, making an aggregate of 370,245. Of 
these, 160,713— nearly one-half—attended the public sehools—a 
large incrpase over any previous year since the organization of a 
public school system in the State. i 

Your Excellency will not fail to observe advancement in other 
respects. Table Vi. shows a comparison of school statistics for

the last three years, the school fund for each year being about the 
same. An examinstion of this table will show a marked advance- 
.ment, each suċceding yéar, in the number of sehools taught, the 
number of pupils enrolled, and the average length of the session— 
especially in the number of schools and pupils attending them. A 
comparison of the three years shows :

This improvement, though falling far short of what might have 
been desired, will no doubt be gratifying to your Excellency and 
all other friends of public education, as showing that, instead of 
proving a failure, our publie school system—notwithstanding the 
smallness of the fuud annually appropriated for its maintenance, 
and despite the opposition coming from sources whence encour- 
agement and support were expected—is rapidly growing in popular 
favor, and steadily advancing to complete success. It is here sug- 
gested that if those of our people who express dissatisfaction and: 
disappointment at its supposed inefficiency, better understood the 
System, and properly appreciated the difficulties „attending its 
administration, they would, in common with its true friends, be 
gratified to see that, with,a school fund of only $377, 634.38 for the 
year, the State supported 4,796 publie schools more than four 
months, wherein 160,713 of her children received instruction, at an 
- average cost to the State per month, for each child, of only fifty- 
seveh cents—not $2.45 for the entire term. "Where can a common 
school education be acquired at so little cost? Do any of our sis- 
ter States maintain with no greater fund as many schools, of equal 
length, at so small a cost per child per month? A brief compari- 
son of ours with the school statistics of other States will furnish a 
negative answer to this inquiry.

SOUTHERN STATES. 


From the school reports for 1878 now before me, 1 find that 
West VIRGINIA, with a school population of 201,237, paid to teach- 
ers $501,704.61, for teaching an average of 86,768 children a little 
over 4% months, at an average cost per child per month of $2.20. 
VIRGINI, with a school population of 483,701, expended during the 
year a general and local fund of $928,932.61, maintaining her pub- 


lic schools only 53 months, at an average cost per pupil for tuition ~ | 


of $1.15 per month. Nort CAROLINA, with a school population of 
422,380, expended $453,776.70 in educating an average of 132,553 
children 9 weeks, or 27 months, at a monthly cost per pupil of 
804 cents. TEXAS, with a fund of $859,484.00, maintained—in 137 
counties reported—4,633 schools four months, in which 146,946 
pupils were enrolled, at a cost of $1.26 per pupil permonth. 


WESTERN STATES. 


COLORADO, admitted into the Union in 1875, with a school fund 
“last year of $281,674.00, and a school population of 26,473» 
expended $3.30 per scholar per month for the average attendance 
in schools, In 1877, CALIFORNIA expended $2,749,729.46 in main- 
taining her public schools a little over 7 months, with 142,658 
pupils enrolled, and an average daily attendance of 89,539, ^KaN-- 
SAS, in 1877-8, had a school population of 266,575. Her public 
schools were kept open 54 months, with an average attendance of . 
106,932 pupils. Her aggregate school revenue from all sources for 
the year was $1,803,303,33, and the total expenditures therefrom 
$1,541,417.12. -

EASTERN STATES. 


Connectiout. had a school population of 137,099, and expended 
during the year $1,51°,222.56—or about $11.00 for each child. Iu 
the winter schools 99,657 pupils were enrolled, and 90,845 in 
summer. VERMONT enrolled 71,366 pupils in her publie schools 
during the year; expending for their instruction $504,692.22, at a 
cost of $10.38 per child of the average attendance for the year. 
New Jersey had a school population of 322,166, an enrollment of 
202,634, and an average attendance of 113,607. Her schools were 
open Y months and 14 days, and she expended in their mainte- 
nance $1,592,825.78, besides the expenditures-for building and 
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repairs. RHODE ÍsLAND expended during the year $15.33 per cap- 
ita of the average attendance in her public schools. MAINE, with 
a total of 214,797 children of legal school age, kept her public 
schools open an average of 5 months and 5 days during the year, 
registering 155,150 pupils in them, and. expended a fund of 
$936,648.00, besides $96,994.00 expended for repairs, insurance, 
fuel, &c., and $30,339.00 for school supervision. 

A continuation of this comparison would prove both interesting 
and encouraging, but the foregoing is sufficient to show that, while 
Alabama is far behind many of her sister States in amount 
annually appropriated for the maintenance of her publie schools, 
she is, in a comparative sense, abreast with all of them in the. 
number and length of ber schools and cheapness of instruction in 
them. Nor is she behind in point of economy in thé administra- 
tion of her school laws and the supervision of her schools. "MAINE, | 
as above shown, expended $30,339, in 1878 for sehool supervisio 
alone. VIRGINIA, with an aggregate school fund of $928,932.61 for 
the year, expended in administration and supervision $82,827.14 ; 
while the amount expendéd in ALABAMA for all purposes, other 
than teachers' salaries was only $13,813.65, out of a total fund of 
$377,634.38—or about 33 per cent. of the aggregate fund. Of the 
$1,541,417.00 expended in Kansas, $980,435.07 were paid to 
teachers; $23,656.11 to superintendents of graded schools; $36,- 
802.00 to eounty superintendents ; $220,791.56 for rents, fuel and 
incidentals; $14,672.02 for text books; $4,144.11 for district libra- 
- ries ; $20,722.61 for maps and apparatus, and $240,193.64. for sites, 
buildings and furniture. In DELAWARE for the same year only 
$114,027.48, were paid to teachers out of a fund of $216,225.49 ; 
the expenses incident to administration and supervision being 
$102,198.00—nearly 50 per cent. of the aggregate fund. 

Thus it will be seen that in cheapness of instruction and econ- 
omy in supervision the public schools of Alabama have no cause 
to shrink from comparison with other States. And while this is 
matter of gratulation with the people of Alabama, they should not 
overlook the important fact, that a too rigid and stinted economy 
in this respect is likely to retard, rather than accelerate, our 
progress towards that degree of efficiency-to which the public 
schools of other States have attained, and to which ours must rise 
before they can be expected to achieve the greatest success and 
accomplish the grandest results. I submit whether a small school. 
fund—such as ours—may not be made to accomplish more under 
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the control and management of active, efficient, local school officers 
who are reasonably compensated for their services, than could be 
expected of a much larger fund placed in the hands of inefficient, 
disinterested-officers who unlawfully appropriate a portion of it to 
their own use and squander the balance upon worthless, incom- 
petent teachers, who seek employment in the publie schools for no 
higher purpose than to obtain the paltry salaries into which the 
township funds are often subdivided for their accommodation, or 
io satisfy the whims of such parents as prefer schools at their 
doors—taught by such worthless teachers, who know nothing of 
the seienee and art of teaching, and care less for the proper train- 
ing and eulture of the tender minds placed in their charge—to 
schools of high grade and thorough instruction properly located, 
from whose walls their well trained sons and daughters may, with- 
out further preparation, enter the colleges of the country, or go 
forth at once prepared for the activities of business life, or. for 
success in the learned professions. And how are the services of 
efficient and industrious loca! officers to be obtained? The answer 
is obvious. By providing proper compensation for such services. 
By paying them reasonably. Require services without compen- 
sation and the officer—though he may at first enter upon the dis- 
charge of his duties With alacrity—soon becomes indifferent— 
negligent—and either- ceases altogether to discharge his official 
duties or discharges them so negligently that dissatisfaction and 
disappointment spring up in the community for which he is acting ; 
soon his shortcomings and criminal negligence are charged upon 
the law, and we hear the complaint that it is defective, the system 
at fault, and that the public schools should be abolished. 

But 1 find myself drifting into remarks which however appro- 
priate under former laws, have little application now; recent 
important legislation having removed, to a great extent, the class 
of objections above referred to. 

We have seen that the actual school revenue for the year was. 
$877,634.88.. The amount expended for all purposes was $376,- 
954.07, leaving an unexpended balance of $680.31. 

It is proper I should here state that I have brought forward 
from accounts of previous years on the books of this department 
and placed to the debit of county superintendents on their current 
ledger accounts, unexpended balances in their hands aggregating 
$63,557.58. Add this to the $377,634.38, and we have an estimated 
fund of $441,191.96.

POLL TAX. . 


Under the constitution of this State all poll tax must “be applied 
to the support of the public schools in the counties in which it is 
levied and collected,” and the statute requires that this tax shall 
be applied to the maintenance of the schools of the race and town- 
ship from which it is collected. To enable county superintendents 
to apply this fund as thus required, it was made the duty of. tax 
assessors.to note on the assessment lists the township and range 
in which each person hable for a poll tax resides, and the number 
of each race so liable, (act of February 8, 1877—S 1135 of the Code 
of 1876). From time to. time during the year my attention was 
called to the fact that tax assessors had failed to comply with this 
requirement, thus rendering it impracticable for county superin- 
tendents to make the proper legal application of this fund. Relief 
by legislation was, therefore, required, and the act which was 
approved by your Excellency December 10, 1878, was accordingly 
passed, providing for the apportionment of the poll tax, previously 
_assesssed, upon a per capita basis as other school funds are appor- 

tioned. Itis hoped that a similar difficulty will not again occur— 
especially as it would deprive the schools of the benefit of the poll 
tax fund, until a remedy could be provided by future legislation, 
which, without an extra session, could not be had until the regular 
session of tlre General Assembly.in November, 1880. It is believed 
that under the law now in force (sections 59, 60 of the act “to 
organize and regulate a system of public instruction,” &c., approved 

February 7, 1879,) this trouble will hardly be repeated. 
| Your Excellency will observe that the net poll tax for the year 
ending September 30, 1877, exceeded that for the year ending 
September 30, 1878, by $6,492.18. This diminution I apprehend 
was due, in part at least, to the fact that by act of the General 
Assembly approved January 15, 1877, the maximum age of liability 
for poll tax was reduced from fifty to forty-five years. . 

It is curious to note that with an aggregate population of a mil- 
lion or more, a voting population of over two hundred thousand, 
and a law upon her statute books requiring a poll tax of one dol- _ 
lar and fifty cents from her male inhabitants between the ages of 
twenty-one and forty-five years, Alabama should have collected a 
net poll tax for 1877-8 of only $110,135.28. If we add to these 
figures the assessors and coliectors' commissions, we have a gross 


poll tax of only $118,000.00, or $120,000.00 tor the year. At this 
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rate it is evident only about. 80,000 persons paid a poll tax, out of - 
a voting population of over 200,000. According to the U. S. cen- 
sus of 1870, there were then in Alabama about 150,000 male inhab- 
itants between the ages of twenty-one and forty-five years. . It is 
difficult to believe that this number has diminished during the 
decade now approaching its close.’ Itis therefore apparent that 
there are in Alabama near 70,000 persons, at least—almost 50 per 
cent. of the aggregate number liable for this tax—from whom no 
poll tax is collected —men who contribute nothing to this important 
part of the public school revenue though participating in its benefits 
equally with those who pay it. It is scarcely to be imagined that 
these men are all childless. On the contrary we hazard nothing 
in supposing that these 70,000 men are the fathers of an .equal 
number of children of school age, who have the privilege of attend- 
ing, and many of whom do åttend, the public schools of the State. 

It is but just to add that the statistics show a much greater pro- 
portionate delinquency on the part of the colored population than 
among. the whites. If, therefore, the law requiring this tax to be 
devoted exclusively to the education of the race paying it, is here- 
after properly enforced by the officers having charge of its execu- 
tion, the delinquency, should it continue, will affect the interest of 
the colored much more than the white race. 


SCHOOL LANDS AND NOTES. 


A great difficulty in the way of a successful and satisfactory 
administration of the law relating to school lands and the fund 
arising therefrom is the confused and incomplete condition of the 
records in this office pertaining thereto ; the only record here being 
an imperfect memorandum of some of the notes executed for such 
lands as have been sold. My attention is frgquently called to 
instances where it is claimed lands were sold and the purchase 
money paid many years ago, no account of which has been pre- 
served in this office. Other lands sold many years Since were 
never paid for, and, though valuable when sold, are now worn out 
and almost worthless ; the purchose money notes lost or destroyed, 
and the lands in the hands of persons who have had uninterrupted - 
possession and enjoyment through a long series of years, under 
color of title from the origimal purchaser, transmitted, in many 
cases, through numerous intermediate occupants. There are» 
indeed, unpaid notes for large amounts executed for school land 
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as long ago as 1840 by persons yet living, which, so far as 1 have 
been able to discover, have never been sued upon, or other effort 
made to coerce their payment. By these and other irregularities, 
many townships in the State have been deprived of large amounts 
of their 16th section funds. Such is the confused condition into 
whieh these matters have been suffered to fall, that appropriate 
legislation, it seems to me, is sadly needed. Such legislation, it is 
believed, could but result in a large augmentation of this branch 
of the educational fund. 


ALABAMA SCHOOL LANDS IN LOUISIANA AND ARKANSAS. 


Under án act of Congress of July 4, 1836, and the amendatory 
acts of February 26, 1845, March 3, 1847, February 26, 1849, and 
January 25, 1853, and the act of the General Assembly of Alabama 
of January 27, 1846, lands were selected in Louisiana and Arkan- 
sas in lieu of, and as indemnity for, 16th sections of townships 
lying within the Chicasaw cession in this State; but it appears 
that none of these selections were ever accepted by the townships 
for which they were made, except those made for townships 9 and 
10, south, range 15, west, in the countyof Marion. All other selec- 
tions, not having been accepted, were, on the 30th November, 1877, 
held for cancellation by the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office at Washington, and the Registers and Receivers at Natchi- 
toches, La., and Washington, Ark., so advised. Some of these 
lands, I am informed, are very valuable, and it is to be regretted 
that the title of the State thereto, for the use of the proper town- 
Ships, was never perfected. It is hoped Congress will again extend 
the time for perfecting the title, or for making other selections in 

cases where the lands selected heretofore are adversely held. The 
townships lying within said cession are in the counties of Lauder- 
dale, Colbert, Franklin and Marion. A statement (Table IX) is 
hereto appended showing the townships for which the selections 
were made, the lands selected for each in both States, and ‘the 
quantity to which each was entitled. `

THE PEABODY EDUCATION FUND. 


The late George Peabody, in 1866, made the munificent gift of 
$2,100,000.00—increased in 1869 to $3,500,000.00—for the promo- 

. tion of education in the South. This fund is under the manage- 
ment of-a Board of Trustees. For several years Alabama was

allowed to share with her sister Southern States in this benefac- 
lion ; but in October, 1877, 1 received a letter from the Rev. Dr. 
B. Sears, of Staunton, Va., the General Agent of the Board of 
Trustees, advising me of the purpose of the Board to withhold the 
fund from Alabama in consequence of a reduction of their annual 
income. And so closely was this determination adhered to, 
that only $1,100.00 were allowed the State for the year, of which 
sum—(as I learn from the report of - Dr. Sears submitted to the 
Trustees at their meeting in the city of New York October 2, 
1878)—the publie schools of the city of. Montgomery received 
$500.00; the publie schools of Birmingham $300.00; and the Ash- 
land High School, located at Ashland, in Clay county, $300.00. In 
ihe report above referred to Dr. Sears mentions as among the ” 
reasons for withholding this aid from Alabama, the apparent apa- 
thy of her people upon all matters pertaining to publie schools, 
and the fact that the law at that time left the examination of 
teachers entirely discretionary with the township trustees. 

It affords me great pleasure, however, to learn, and to so report, 
that for the year ending September 30, 1879, Alabama is to be 
allowed a small amount from this source, which will, I learn, be 
applied in aid of the publie schools of. the cities of Montgomery 
and Selma, the State Normal School at Florence, the public 
schools located at Sand Lick in Colbert, Roanoke in Randolph, 
Mount Hope in Lawrence, Gadsden in Etowah and Clayton in 
Barbour county, and two scholarships. in the Normal School of 
Tennessee, located in the city of Nashville—in all aggregating 
$4,000.00. 

For the information of all who feel an interest in the matter, 
instructions are appended giving the rules adopted by the Trustees 
for the distribution of this fund—also the method of obtaining a 
scholarship in the Normal School at Nashville. 


NORMAL SCHOOLS. 


I am happy to report that these are doing well. Tam STATE 
Norman ScHoonL AT FLORENCE has an annual appropriation of 
$5,000.00 (increased to $7,500.00 by recent act of the Legislature 
to take effect October 1, 1879.) It has a corps of four professors 
or teachers, including the President of the Faculty. Its enroll- 
ment of students for the year was 147, of whom 47 were in the 
Normal class. The course of studies is very comprehensive and 
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the instruction most thorough. I had the pleasure of attending 
ihe closing exercises of the school in June last, and was most 
happy to find it- coming fully up to all that could be expected or 
required of it. 

Tug NORMAL SCHOOL AND UNIVERSITY FOR THE EDUCATION oF 
COLORED TEACHERS AND STUDENTS LOCATED AT Marion is also 
coming fully up to the highest standard of normal schools and is 
doing a noble work. The school has a college curriculum in which 
—as well as in normal studies and training—the instruction is 
thorough. Its annual 'appropriation is $4,000. 00 from the State 
fund of the colored race. 

Tug NORMAL SCHOOL FOR .COLORED TEACHERS LOCATED AT HUNTS- 
VILLE is also doing most efficient work in the education-and train- 
ing of teachers for the colored schools; $1,000. 00 are annually 
appropriated to it from the colored fund. 

From these schools much is confidently expected in elevating 
the standard of teaching in the State. Already good results are 
seen and felt wherever a graduate of one of these schools engages 
in teaching in the publie schools.

Rec STATE INSTITUTIONS OF LEARNING. 


Mi not a part of my duty under the law, I cannot let A 
opportunity pass without an allusion to other educational interests 
of the State, and an expression of the deep interest and pride I 
feel as an Alabamian and a friend: of education in those noble 
institutions of learning, of which Alabama is so justly proud, and 
which have taken rank with the first institutions of the country. 1 
allude to the University of Alabama, the Agricultural and Mechan- 
ical College, and the Asylum for the Deaf and Dumb and the 
Blind. These institutions, though nat -under the supervision of 
the Superintendent of Education, are an important part of the 
great educational system of the State, and shóuld be carefully 
fostered and properly maintained. Indeed I am not alone in the 
opinion that there should be such close connection between the 
publie school system—the substratum, the foundation—and these 
institutions—the superstructure—as to render our educational - 
edifice entirely symmetrical and harmonious throughout. 


IMPROVEMENT OF THE SYSTEM. 


Since the passage of the bill “to organize and regulate a system 
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of public instruction,” approved February 7, 1879, T am relieved of 
much I might have had to say in this report touching the i improve- 
ment of our publie sehool system. I believe the law now in force 
is à great improvement upon former laws; and a long stride towards 
the perfection of the system, and I have little doubt that after the 
confusion necessarily incident to the changes wrought shall have 
passed away, it wil be seen that the law, as amended, is better 
adapted to the wants of the people thàn it has heretofore been and 
will give more satisfaction. (Of course some confusion and conse- 
quent dissatisfaction will necessarily arise from putting into opera- 
tion the new law in the midst of the school year at a time when 
many of the schools are in operation under the old law, but this 
will pass.away with the year, and it is confidently believed the 
schools?will open next year under more favorable auspices, be 
more successful and attain to higher efficieney than have hitherto 
been known in Alabama. 

The feature in the new law which requires that teachers shall be 
thoroughly' examined and found well qualified to teach, and of 
good moral-character, before they shall receive a certificate or be 
permitted to teach in the publie schools will, in my judgment, 
accomplish more in the right direction than.would the addition of 
many thousands of dollars to the school fund without it. The 
same may be said of the teacher's institutes required in each 
county in the State by the new law.. Suppose a million of dollars 
should be added to the school fund to be squandered upon schools 
taught by teachers utterly incompetent in point of education, as 
well as unfit in point of morals, to instruct and guide the youthful 
mind aright, what good would result? Would it not rather be 
more than wasting so much money? Would it not be equivalent 
to appropriating so much money by the State for the implanting 
of errors and incorrect principles in the minds of her children 
which neither time nor eternity could eradicate? Alabama has an 
interest—a deep interest—in the education of her children—her 
boys and girls—her young men and maidens, who are to be her citi- 
zens and the wives and mothers of her citizens—of her teachers ; 
her statesmen; her ministers; her lawyers; her physicians; her 
merchants; her mechanics; her agriculturists ; her laborers ; her 
members of all industries and professions. Tf she has an interest 
in their education she should see to it that they be properly edu- 
cated—she should see to it that their education and training for 
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the important pursuits of life should be of that character which 
will bring to the citizen respectability and prosperity, and grandeur 
and glory to the commonwealth! How important then that her 
youth be placed under the tutgiage and training of men and women 
in her public schools who are capable of imparting lessons of the 
profoundest wisdom and purest morals. For as the foundation of 
an education is laid in the child's mind so will be the super- 
structure. The impressions made upon the young mind in its 
formative stages shape its character and direct and control its 
conduct and destiny when it has attained to manhood or woman- 
hood. A writer of distinction has truly said that the mind of. 
youth is like the molten wax to receive impressions, but like the 
adamant to retain them. Solomon never uttered a more important 
truth than when he said, “Train up a child in the way he should 
go and when he is old he will not depart from it,” and when we 
consider man’s immortality and his capability of endless improve- 
ment—when we reflect that “the first pulse of air which falls upon 
the infant ear awakes a soul which is never again to slumber”-— 
arouses an intellect capable of boundless expansion and of 
endless approximation to the Supreme Intelligence—the import- 
ance of proper instruction and correct training in youth cannot be 
overestimated. But I find the interest I feel on this point betray- 
ing me into an-undue extension of my remarks under this head, 
I must therefore forbear. 


AUGMENTATION OF THE SCHOOL FUND. 


Indispensable as is education to the prosperity and well-being of 
both the State and the individuals composing it; .and important 
and desirable as an augmentation of the school fund is acknowl- 
edged to be—it is not thought advisable at present to effect such 
augmentation by additional or greater appropriation from the rev- 
enues of the State as they are now derived. With due apprecia- 
tion of this, I have sought to discover other sources from which the 
fund might be increased. With this view, I in February, 1878, 
attendeda meeting of the friends of popular education in the city of 
Atlanta. At that meeting the measures then pending in Congress 
looking-to the devoting of the proceeds of the publie lands to edu- 
cational purposes were duly considered and resolutions adopted 
urging upon Congress the importance of turning over to the sev- 
eral States upon the basis of illiteracy these. proceeds, to be by 
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1em devoted to the promotion of popularedueation. In August, 
.4878, I also attended a meeting of educators and publie school 
officers in the city of Chattanooga, having for its object the organ- 
ization of a Southern Educational Association for the important 
purpose, among others, of accomplishing the same desirable end. 
itis to be regretted that, up to this time, no definite action has 
been taken by Congress effectuating this grand object. Itis sin.. 
cerely hoped, however, that its consummation is not far distant. 

.I have long indulged the hope that some provision of law would 
be made by which the money arising from the redemption of lands 
sold for taxes and purchased for the State, together with the 
amount received for the transfer of certificates of purchase by the 
Auditor, might be devoted to educational purposes. But the recent 
act of the General Assembly providing for the redemption of these 
lands by applieation to the several Probate Judges makes no such 
provision, and the school fund will receive no augmentation from 
this source. 

Pending the discussion of the. proposition in the Legislature at 
its recent session to introduce in this State a method for raising 
revenue similar to the “ Moffett Register," I watched the tide of 
events with much interest, believing. that the adoption of some 
such measure would so increase the State's revenues that a large 
addition could soon be made to the educational fund from this 
source. But the General Assembly, in its wisdom, determined that 
the adoption of the measure now would be unwise, and toits decis- 
ion I yield a cheerful acquiescence. i 

I have now to suggest a method for the augmentation of the 
annual school revenue, which is entirely feasible and proper under 
existing laws, the faithful execution of which cannot be too strongly 
urged. It is, that the officers connected with the assessing and . 
collecting of the poll tax see to it that the seventy thousand 
delinquents in the State subject to poll tax hereafter contribute to 
this fund their just-proportion. This would add. $105,000.00—less ' 
the commissions of assessors and collectors—to the annual school 
revenue, to be used in support of the public schools of the town- ` 
ships and race paying it. 

In this connection, I will also respectfully call your Excellency’: S8 
attention to what is said in a preceding paragraph in relation to 
ihe much-neglected school lands. l

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MY FIELD WORK. 
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Such has heretofore been the amount of office work and aleren 
labor demanded of me in the administration of this department 
that I have found it impracticable to visit the several counties for 
the purpose of inspecting schools, &c., under section 891 of the 
Code. I hope—and it is my purpose since the change made in the 
provision for the expenses of this office—to visit many of the coun- 
ties and cities of the State during the approaching spring and sum- 
iner, and, in addition to duties imposed by law upon me, assist in 
the organization of the teacher'sinstitutes created by the new law. 
To these I am eonfidently looking for that elevation and improve- 
ment in the profession of teaching in Alabama, whieh alone will give 
us schools worth the expenditure of the fund at our command. It 
is believed that these institutes will greatly elevate the standard of . 
teaching and inspire teachers with an esprit du corps which will 
bring to the publie schools that popularity, efficiency and respect- 
ability which will—notwithstanding the smallness of the fund 
appropriated for their maintenance—make our Public School Sys- 
tem thé peer, in point of efficiency, of that of any State in the 
American Union. 


SUITS AGAINST DEFAULTERS TO THE SCHOOL FUND. 


I would here respectfully suggest the propriety, not to say the 
absolute necessity, of providing, by appropriate legislation, some 
" means by which suits may be instituted and prosecuted against 
defaulters to the school fund without the embarrassment attending 
such suits now felt respecting court costs and other expenses of 
litigation in cases of failure to recover judgment, or a failure to 
make the money when judgment is recovered. As the law now 
stands county superintendents in whose names such suits are 
. brought are subject to great annoyance, and even litigation and 
expense growing out of the levy of executions for eosts ds their 
individual property in case of such failure. - 


STATISTICAL TABLES OF THE REPORT FOR 1876-7. 


Under the law in force in 1877 it was insisted that the printing 
of the report from this department should be paid for out of the 
$1,000.00 annually appropriated out of the educational fund for 
contingent expenses of the department. But after supplying the 
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blanks, forms, books, &c., required to be furnished, and which were 
made by the statute a specific charge upon that fund, it was found 
to be impracticable to print the report for that year (1876-7). 
Happily, under the present law a like embarrassment will not 
occur. The statistical tables of that report are hereto appended. 
A comparison of these with the tables of 1877-8 wil show the 
progress made during the two years. Your Excellency will, I 
doubt not, duly appreciate this progress; and share with me the 
gratification I feel in being able to exhibit at the close of two years 
- of arduous labor under adverse and discouraging circumstances 
and surroundings, much advancement in this most important field. 


CAUSES OF UNPOPULARITY OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


Various causes have since the war conspired to render the Pub- 
lic School System of the State unpopular and, therefore, unsatisfac- 
tory. Among these may be mentioned unwise legislation and igno- 
rant, inefficient, criminal administration of the law. But it is prob- 
ably true that the chief cause of the unpopularity of the system. 
through all these years may be found in the fact that upon its re- 
organization after the war our people were led to expect too much 
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from it. Men whose interests were not identified with the people — 


of Alabama—men who knew little of our institutions and resources 
and cared less for our interests in our then impoverished condi- 
- tion—held out to our people the alluring but false hope that Ala- 
bama had at her command and disposal a magnificent school 
fund — à fund sufficient not only to maintain, the schools 
annually throughout the entire year, but to build and equip 
School houses, and even to furnish lights and fuel for use 
in the schools. So rigid was the construction placed by 
these men upon the provisions of the State constitution of 1868 
relating to the public school system, that it was held to be unlaw- 
' ful for parents and’ guardians of children attending the publie 
Schools to supplement the township funds. And it is lamentably 
irue that many of our people, stricken down as they were by the 
ravages of a devastating civil war, which for four long years had 
swept ruthlessly over our beloved: land—forgetting for a time in 
their poverty and distress, that Alabama had no source of revenue 
save the taxes collected from her poverty stricken people—for- 
getting for a time that whatever school fund: might be provided for 
the education of their children must be peor from the 
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State's revenue i thus raised ; they, looking up from the depths of 

their poverty and distress, listened for a time to the song of the 
syren ; believed their improbable statements and false estimates . 
of the school fund to be raised, and were led to expect more than 
could be realized by any practicable method of financiering or 
skillful management of our resources. Township trustees relying 
upon these falso estimates at the beginning of the scholastie years, 
contracted with teachers to pay them extravagant salaries; and, 
when, at the close of the year, it was found that the actual fund 
apportioned to their respective townships fell far short of the esti- 
mated amount upon which they.had contracted, the practice of 
“scaling” teacher's claims was resorted to, and the teachers paid, 
of course, only a small part of the amount named in their contracts. 
Thus a large number and amount of claims accrued against the 

State, which are unpaid, andare now known as 


OLD CLAIMS. 


These have been and continue to be a source, not only of annoy- 
ance to this department, but of much disappointment and dissatis- 
faction among that large and worthy class of our citizens, the 
public school teachers. Another class of “old claims” not so 
large as the latter, but large enough to cause much confusion 
and disappointment, is the class arising from the defalcatiom 
of county superintendents in past years. 


THE SUPPORT 1 HAVE RECEIVED FROM COUNTY AND CITY SUPER- 
INTENDENTS, AND OTHERS. 


I cannot close this report without an expression of acknowledg- 
ment for the valuable support uniformly given me in my efforts to 
administer the public sehool system; by county superintendents of 
education and other local sehool officers. I said at the opening of . 
this report that it had been delayed by the tardiness of some of 
these officers. I here desire to state that only a few have been 
guilty of this tardiness. A large majority of them have not only 
been prompt in making reports, but faithful and efficient in the 
discharge of all other fficial duties incumbent upon them, and 
they have at all times manifested an earnest desire to administer 
the law in their respective localities in such manner as would give 
the greatest satisfaction, and accomplish the most good. To all 
these my thanks are herein gratefully returned. 
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Nor should I close without favorable and grateful. mention of 
the valuable and indispensable services of the chief clerk in this 
office and others who have performed temporary service at various 
limes during the two years of my official connection with this 
department. They, too, deserve my most hearty thanks and the 
high meed of praise which I here take pleasure in awar rding them.

* L. F. Box, Esq., Superintendent of Education : 

Drar Sir—Yours of recent date: just received. The Board 
received and adopted the report of President S. P. Rice, and I think 
it was duly forwarded, but as you did not get it—again copy it. 

Having nearly passed through the labors of another year, it 
devolves upon me as President of the Faculty to submit to you 
the annual report of the school whose interest you guard dnd 
direct. Through the kindness of a Merciful Providence it is my 
pleasure to state that, as a school, we have enjoyed almost unin- . 
terrupted health. No death has occurred in our midst. There 
has been but one case of serious sickness, and that one has entirely 
recovered. So high a regard for good order has characterized the 
- students of the Institution that there has been no necessity for a | 

resort to severe discipline. The examination thus far has proved 
that the students in the main have appreciated the advantages 
. here offered, and have improved them to the best of their ability. 

In obedience to the arrangement made by your board the grad- 
uating class has been employed a portion of their time in giving 
instruction to the primary classes, and 1 am pleased to say with 
efficiency. During the year 147 pupils have entered ‘the school. 
Forty-seven of these have registered as normal students. Some 
of them are making arrangements to engage in teaching during the 
summer. It is not improper to State in this report that numbers 
of our students not completing our course of study engage in 
- teaching, and, from all that I have been able to learn, most suc- 
cessfully. I have a most favorable report of our graduates of last 
year. We contracted with the publishing house at Nashville for 
‘the publication of our catalogue at a cost of thirty-five dollars. 
The manuscriptis now in the hands of the publisher, and we are 
looking for it every day. 

The faculty take pleasure in recommending to you Miss Ellen 
Anglin, of Talladega, and W. E. Powers and Thos. B. Price, of 
Florenee, Ala., as worthy of graduation.

STATE NORMAL SCHOOL AT MARION. 
REPORT OF JOHN MOORE, PRESIDENT BOARD OF DIREOTORS. 


“ Marion, ALA., October 28, 1878. 
To the Hon. L F. Box, Superintendent of Education : 

The Board of Directors of the State Normal School and Univer- 
sity for Colored Teachers and Students at this place submit the 
following as their report for year ending at this date, - 

The last sessien of this institution closed with the month of 
June. The session was a successful one and very satisfactory to * 
the Board of Directors and the friends of the Institution. The ` 
number of pupils in attendance at the close of the session, as shown 
by the report of the President, was 79. Sometime before the last 
of June Prof. G. N. Card, who had been for many years the Presi- 
dent of the Faculty, sent in his resignation to take effect at the 
close of the session. The Board elected Prof. W. B. Paterson to 
fill the place, and he immediately entered on the discharge of his 
duties. He has for many years been teaching very acceptably at 
Greensboro, in Hale county, Ala., and came highly recommended ` 
by many of its best citizens. He promises to be a ee acqui- 


sition to the Faculty. l " 
A. H. Curtis, a member of this Board: was accidentally killed in 
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. July last, and the Rev. William McAlpine, a colored man of mosg- 
excellent standing and character in this community, has been 
- elected to fill the vacancy. j 

The present session opened very favorably on the 30th of Sep- 
tember last, To this time 129 students have been registered ; of 
these 54 are males and 75 are females. The number in attendance 
from a distance is much greater than has ever been before. The 
indications are that this number will greatly increase as soon as 
the erops are harvested. Twenty of those now in attendance 
taught publie schools during five or six months of last year. Prof, 
Paterson in his report to the Board, which has just been received, 
says “ the average daily attendance is remarkably good and the . 
general deportment of the students is alt that could be desired. 
"The teachers are all alive and are doing their best work,” He 
also says “there is now more enthusiasm and interest among the 
colored people in regard to the school than has ever before been 
manifested." We have expended in repairing the buildings and 
improving the. grounds the amount authorized by law. I enclose 
. you herewith the ODIO of the new, pupils which i is required 
by law.

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REQUIREMENTS FOR OBTAINING AND HOLDING PEABODY SCHOLAR- 
SHIPS AT THE STATE NORMAL COLLEGE, NASHVILLE, TENN. 


(From Circular of President Stearns.) 


1. The applicant for a scholarship must be at least 17 years of age, present to the 
President of the College a certificate of irreproachable moral characterand gentle- 
manly or lady-like habits, must give a pledge to remain at the College two years, if 
the scholaiship is continued so long, promise to submit cheerfully to its requirements, 
in study, discipline, etc., and to teach in the public schools.at least two years, if there 
ig opportunity. ; 

2. The applicant must obtain from the State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion for his State, a certificate that he has passed a satisfactory examination before 
said Superintendent, or other competent person appointed by him, in the studies 
required for admission to the second or **middle class” at the College, viz: in spelling, 
reading, penmanship, grammar and analysis, geography, civil and physical, elements 
of geometry, elements of chemistry, physiology, United States history, elements of 
geology. No particular text-books are prescribed for this examination. The candi- 
date should give evidence of such knowledge of the above branches as would justify 
omitting their further study. 

3. Gentlemen or ladies thus admitted, who complete the prescribed course of 
study and training satisfactorily, graduate regularly, and receive from the University 
of Nashville and the State Board of Education of Tennessee jointly, a diploma, 
. admitting them to the degree of **«LriogNTIATE OF INSTRUCTION.” 

4. Persons desiring to enter the senior class, will be examined at the College 
upon the studies of the middle class in addition to those .prescribed above. Such 
students will not graduate with the senior class, but will pursue still more advanced studies 
another year; and, if character, attainments, etc., justify, will be admitted, at the 
close of their usual course, to the usual College or University degree of BACHELOR 
or Arts (B. A ) 

5. The Peabody scholarship money will not be paid until the student has been a 
member of the College one month, at which time, and at the close of each succeeding 
month, $25 will be paid to the amount of $200 for the year; and it is expected that 
this money will be appropriated by the student to the payment of board and other 
college expenses first of all, 

6. These scholarships will, in no case, be continued to students whose rank or 
standing is low, or whose general demeanor is objectionable. 

The annual session opens on the first Wednesday in Octobér, and closes the last 
Wednesday in May. There is no vacation during the session, except the Christmas 
holidays. 

Scholarship students will not be received after the first of November, except in 
extraordinary cases. 
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The following are the rules for the distribution of the Peabody Education fund, adopted 
by the Trustees of that fund : 
Donations are not made to colleges, academies, or any private sectarian, or charity 
schools. For well regulated public free schools, continued about ten months of the 
year, and having a regular attendance of not less than

In doubtful cases of IÓ the average number decides the question. The 
amount appropriated for larger numbers, in cities cannot be fixed, but must depend 
on circumstances. The people are to pay for current expenses at least twice, and 
usually three times as much as they receive from the fund, and to bear all the 
expense of erecting and repairing and furnishing school houses. They are to grade 
their schools, and provide a teacher for every fifty pupils. It is necessary that appli- 
cations for assistance be made through the Superintendent of each State, near the 
beginning of the school year. No claim for a share of the fund can be admitted 
when a special contract has not been previously made.

STATE CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE XIII. 
EDUCATION. 


SecTIoN 1. The General Assembly shall establish, organize and 
maintain a system of public schools throughout the State for the 
equal benefit of the children thereof, between the ages of seven 
and twenty-one years; but separate schools shalls be provided for 
the children of citizens of African descent. ` 

Sec. 2. The principal of all funds aristng from the sale or other 
disposition of lands or other property, which has been or may 
hereafter be granted or entrusted to this State, or given by the 
United States, for educational purposes, shall be preserved invio- 
late and undiminished ; and the income arising therefrom shall be 
faithfully applied to the specific objects of the original grants or 
appropriations. 

SEC. 3. All lands or other property given by individuals, or ` 
appropriated by the State for educational purposes, and all estates 
of deceased persons who die without leaving a will or heir, shall 
be faithfully applied to the maintenance of the publie schools. --- 

Sec. 4. The General Assembly shall also provide for the levying 
and collection of an annual poll tax, not to exceéd one dollar and 
fifty cents on each poll, which shall be applied to the support of 
the publie schools in the counties in which it is levied and collected. 

SEC. 5. The income arising from the sixteenth section trust 
fund, the surplus revenue fund, until it is called for by the United 
States Government, and the funds enumerated in sections three 
and four of this article, with such other moneys to be not less than 
one hundred thousand dollars per annum, as the General Assembly 
shall provide by taxation or otherwise, shall be applied to the 
súpport and maintenance of the public schools, and 1t shall be the 
duty of the General Assembly to increase, from-time to time, the 
public school fund, as the condition of the treasury and the 
resources of the State will admit. 

Src. 6. Not more than four per cent. of all moneys raised, or

Src. 7. The supervision of the public schools shall be vested in 
a Superintendent of Education whose powers, duties, term of office 
and compensation shall be fixed by law. The Superintendent of 
Edueation shall be elected by the qualified voters of the State in 
such manner aud at such time as shall be provided by law. 

Sec. 8. No money raised for the support of the publie schools 
of the State shall be appropriated to or used for the support of any 
sectarian or denominational school. ; 

Src. 9. The State University and the Agricultural € Mechan- 
ical College shall each be under the management and control of a 
Board of Trustees. The Board for the University shall consist of 
two members from the congressional distriet in which the Univer- 
sity is located, and one from eaeh of the other eongressional dis- 
tricts in the State. The Board for the Agricultural & Mechanical 
College shall consist of two members from the congressional dis- 
trict in which the college is located and one from each of the other 
congressional districts in the State. Said trustees shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor by and with the advice and consent of 
‘the Senate, and shall hold office for a term of six years, and until 
their successors shall be appointed and qualified. After the first 
appointment each Board shall be divided into three elasses as 
nearly equal as may be. The seats of the first class shall be 
vacated at the expiration of two years, and those of the second 
elass in four years, and those of the third elass at the end of 
six years, from the date of appointment, so that one-third may 
be chosen biennially. No trustee shall receive any pay or emolu- 
ment other than his actual expenses incurred in the discharge of 
his duties as such. The Governor shall be ex-officio President and 
the Superintendent of Education ex-officio a member of each of 
said Boards of Trustees. i l 

Sec. 10. The General Assembly shall have no power to change 
the location of the State University or the Agricultural & Mechan- 
ical College as now established by law, except upon a vote of two- 
thirds of the members of the General Assembly, taken by yeas and 
nays, and entered upon the journals. e 

Src. 11. The provisions of this article, and of any act of the 
General Assembly passed in pursuance thereof, to establish, organ- 
ize and maintain a system of public schools throughout the State, 
shall apply to:Mobile county only so far as to authorize and 
require the authorities designated by law to draw the portion of 
the funds to which said county will be entitled for school purposes, ` 
and to make reports to the Superintendent of Education as may 
be prescribed by law. And all special incomes and powers of tax- 
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ation: as now authorized by law for the benefit of public schools in 
said county, shall remain undisturbed until otherwise provided by .. 
the General Assembly ; Provided, That separate schools for each 
race shall always be maintained by said school authorities.

CHAPTER I. 
ARTICLE I. 


(Act to organize and regulate a system of public instruction for the 


State of Alabama, approved February 7, 1879.) 


SI. Annual Publie School Revenue.—For the maintenance of a 
system of public schools throughout the State, the following sums 
of money are hereby appropriated for each scholastie year, to-wit: 

1. The annual interest at six per cent. upon all sums of money 
which have heretofore been received by this State, or which may 
hereafter be received by this State, as the proceeds of sales of lands : 
granted or entrusted by the United States to this State, or to the 
several townships thereof for school purposes. 

2. The annual interest at 4 per cent. on that part of the surplus 
revenue of the United States deposited with this State under the 
act of Congress approved June 23, 1836. 

3. All the annual rents, incomes, profits or interests arising from 
the proceeds of sales of all such lands as may hereafter be given 
by the United States or by this State, or by individuals for the sup- 
port of the public schools of this State. l 
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4, All such sums as msy accrue-to the State as escheats ; such 
sums to be applied to the support of the public schools during the 
scholastic year next succeeding their receipt in the State Treasury. . 

5. -Also the further sum of one hundred and thirty thousand 
dollars, from.any money in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 

riated. 

P 6. The net amount of poll tax which may be collected in this 
State—the poll tax collected in each county to be retained therein 
for the support of public schools thereof, and to be distributed.and 
disbursed as hereinafter provided. The poll tax shall be one dol- 
lar and fifty cents on each male inhabitant over twenty-one and 
less than forty-five years of age, and shall be assessed and col- 
lected in such manner as may be provided by law. 

7. All rents, incomes and profits received into the State Treas- 
ury during the scholastic year, from all lands remaining unsold, 
which have heretofore been donated by the Congress of the United 
States for the support of the public schools, shall be applied to the 
support of the public schools during the scholastic year next suc- 
ceeding their receipt into the Treasury. ` 

8. Licenses which are by law required to be paid into the school 
fund of any county, the same to be expended for the benefit of the 
public schools in sueli county ; and all such license tax shall be 
promptly paid by the probate judge, or such person collecting such 
tax, to the county superintendent of education.* D

3. One-Township Superintendent of Public Schoots in each 
township or other school district. 


ARTICLE 1l. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF EDUCATION—-HIS ELECTION, DUTIES AND 
j COMPENSATION. . i 


$5. Election ; return thereof ; commission ; term of office ; nd.— 
The Superintendent of Education skall be elected by the qualified 
voters of the State at the next general election in August, 1880, 
. and every two years thereafter, and the -election shall be con- 
ducted in the same manner and held at the same time as the elec- 
tion of other State officers in such years; and the returns of, the 
election for Superintendent of Education shall be made to the , 
Secretary of State in the same manner and within the same time as 
is now or may hereafter be required for the returns of election of 
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other State officers to the Secretary of- State. He shall be com- . 
missioned by the Governor, and shall hold his office for the term 
of two years and until his successor shall have been elected and 
qualified; but before entering upon the duties of his office shall take 
and subscribe the oath of office prescribed by the Constitution of 
this State, and shall also give bond, with security approved by the - 
Governor, in the sum of fifteen thousand dollars, conditioned faith- 
fully to discharge the duties of his office so long as he shall remain 
therein, or perform any of the duties thereof, which oath and bond 
shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of State. 

$6. Vacancy filled by Governor ;- term of appointee ; bond. and 
qualification.—1t at any time the office of Superintendent of Educa- 
tion shall become vacant, by death, resignation or otherwise, the 
Governor shall appoint a suitable person to fill such office ; such 
appointee shall hold the office for the unexpired term, and shall give 
bond and qualify as hereinbefore prescribed. 

8 T. Duties of Superintendent.—The duties of the Superintend- 
ent of education shall be as follows : 

1. He shall devote his time to the care and improvement of the: 
common schools and the promotion of publie education, and shall 
exercise a general supervision over all the educational interests of 
the State, and to this end he shall have power to require from the 
County Superintendents of Education, Township Superintendents 
of Public Schools, and all other school officers, all such reports and 
other information relating to the educational fund or the condition 
of the schools and the management thereof as may be prescribed 
by law, or as the Superintendent of Education may deem import- 
ant; and for the failure of any school officer to make such report, 
or discharge such other official duty, he may remove from office 
any such delinquent. 

. 2. It shall be his duty as far as practicable to visit every county 

in the State annually for the purpose of inspecting the schools and 

their management, the accounts of County Superintendents of Ed- 

ucation and other school officers, and for diffusing as widely as 

possible, by personal addresses and personal communication, 
information as to the importance of publie schools and the best 

possible method for their management, and ‘to encourage and to. 
assist ab organizing and conducting teachers' and superintendents 

institutes. 

. 9. He shall annually distribute and apportion all money belong- 

ing to the educational fund in such manner as may be prescribed 

by law, and shall see to the proper disbursement of the same ; and 

to this end he shall keep an accurate account with all officers who 
may be custodians or disbursers of the school fund, or any parb 

thereof. o 

4. He shall prepare all forms and have printed and distributed 
properly all such blanks as may be necessary or as may be required 
by law in the administration of the public school system ; such 
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printing and distribution to be done at as cheap a rate as possible, 
and to be paid for out of the educational contingent fund. 

5. He shall also furnish the County Superintendents of Educa- 
tion or other county school officers all such books for keeping their 
accounts and records as may be necessary, and he shall prescribe, 
a uniform manner of keeping such accounts and records. 

6. He shall take receipts for all such books furnished to county 
school officers, and the same shall be publie property, and the offi- 
cers receiving the same shall take good care thereof and turn them 
over to their suecessors in office, as other official records are 
required to be turned over; such books shall be paid for out of 
the educational contingent fund. 

7. He shall keep a debtor and creditor account. with each town- 
ship of other school district in the State, of all funds which may 
accrüe to the township or school district for educational purposes. 

8. He shall keep in his office an accurate account of the capital 
of all sixteenth section or other trust fund to which each township 
may bé entitled ; such accounts must show whence such fund was 
derived and when. o 
` 9. He shall preserve in his office all bonds of school officers, or 
others which may be required to be filed in his office. 

10. He shall cause suits to be instituted and prosecuted against 
all defaulters to the educational fund, and for this purpose may 
employ attorneys, but shall not have power to contract to pay such 
attorneys out of the educational fund more than five per centum of 
whatever amount may be recovered by them in the proceedings 
instituted and prosecuted.. And may pay out of said educational 
fund such layful costs as may be taxed against him as said Super- 
intendent, iii case he be cast in any of said suits. 

11. He shall, by correspondence, exchange of official reports, and 
by other proper means elicit information relative to the system of 
publie education in other States and countries, and disseminate all 
useful knowledge regarding the same among the Superintendents 
and other school officers in this State. l 

12. He shall collect in his office such school books, apparatus, 

maps, charts, and specimens of improved school furniture, as can 
be obtained without expense to the State. 
- 13. He shall prepare and have printed in pamphlet form, by 
the State-printer or contractor for the public printing of the State, 
all laws, rules and régulations pertaining to the public school sys- 
tem of the State, and cause the same to be distributed to the 
County Superintendents of Education, and other officers connected 
with the school system, for the information of those interested in 
the educational interests of the State. 

$ 8. Reports to the Governor.—He shall, as soon as practicable, 
after the close of each scholastic year, make a report in writing to 
the Governor, and said report shall contain : 


l. A brief history of his labors. 
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2. An abstract of the reports feceived by him from the County 


Superintendents, exhibiting the condition of the public schools. 

3. Estimates and accounts of expenditures of school money. 

4, An itemized statement showing how the contingent fund of 
his department, and all other special funds or appropriations under 
his control, have been disposed of. - E 

5. Such recommendations as he may make for the improve- 
ment of the school system, and the care and augmenting of the 
educational fund. 

6. All such other matters relating to his office, and to the public 
schools, as he shall deem expedient to communicate. 

When the report is laid before him, the Governor shall direct the 
Superintendent of Education to have printed, in the same manner, 
and upon the same conditions that other printing is done, during 
the recess of the General Assembly, a sufficient number of copies 
of the report to supply the County Superintendents and 'Township 
Superintendents of Publie Schools, and for the usual exchange 
with other States, and with the leading cities of the United States ; 
and it shall be the duty of the Superintendent to distribute the 
same as indieated in this sectiom He shall perform all other 
duties connected: with his office, which are herein prescribed, or 
may be hereafter provided by law. - 

$ 9. Office at the capitol, where books, papers and records must be 
kept; open to inspection; his presence required.—The Superintendent 
of Education shall have an office at the Capitol of the State, where 
the books, papers and records of his office shall be kept, and where 
he shall give attendance when not absent on official duties ; and it 
shall be the privilege of all persons interested to have access, at 
all proper hours, to the books of said office. 

$10. Authority to employ clerk; salary, and how paid.—The 
Superintendent of Education is authorized to employ a suitable 
clerk for services in his office, and such clerk shall be allowed an 
annual salary of twelve hundred dollars, to be paid as other 
department clerks. Provided, that, during the present term of 
office of Superintendent of Education, the clerk. in his office shall. 
receive for his services the amount fixed by the act, approved 
February 8, 1877. 

$11. Salary of Superintendent; how paid.—The Superintendent 
"of Education shall receive a salary of two thousand dollars per 
annun, to be paid as the salaries -of other State officers are paid. 
Provided, this shall not affect the salary of the present incumbent. 


ARTICLE 111. 
COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS—THEIR APPOINTMENT AND DUTIES. 


$19. County Superintendent in each county; by whom appointed. 
—1n each county in this State, there shall be an officer designated 
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as the County Superintendent of Education, who shall be appointed 
by the.State Superintendent of Education. 

$18. Duties of County Superintendent.—The County Superin- 
tendent of Education is required to discharge the following duties: 

1. He must pay the teachers of the public schools quarterly, on 
the first Saturday of January, April, July and October, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, upon the certificate of the Township 
Superintendent, in which township the schcol was taught, and he 
shall take receipts in duplicate, one of the receipts to be kept in 
his office, and one to be forwarded with his report to the Superin- 
tendent of Education, as a voucher for money thus disbursed. 

2. He must receive and take charge of any money, funds, prop- 
erty or proceeds of any character raised in his county by county 
taxation, or which may accrue’to him or to the county from gift, 
grant, bequest, devise, endowment or otherwise, to be used in aid 
of or in connection with money-apportioned to his county from the 
educational fund, and shall faithfully keep the same separate and 
apart from any other funds and property whatsoever; and he shall 
apportion, distribute and pay out all money raised in accordance” 
with this subdivision as the law may direct; but all money raised 
- by local taxation in any school district or incorporated city or 
town, shall be expended for the benefit of the district, city or town 
in which the money is raised, and by such persons and in such 
manner as are authorized by the laws that have been enacted, or 
may hereafter be enacted, for the control and government of public 
schools in such district, city, or incorporated town. 

3. He shall remove from office any Township Superintendent 
when the interest of the public education demands such removal ; - 
he shall fill all vacancies occasioned by removal from office or 
otherwise. 

4. He shall examine into the condition of all school funds of 
his county, including the sixteenth section fund, and sixteenth 
section lands unsold in his county, and he-is required and author- 
ized to bring suit against trespassers upon the sixteenth section, in 
the name of the State of Alabama for the use of the township to 
which they belong, and also to bring suits to recover such lands for 
ihe use of the township, when they are in possession of other 
‘claimants. l 

5. He must have an office at the county site of his county and 
must on the first Saturday of each month, from the beginning of 
the scholastic year until the close of the public schools for that 
year, be present to tránsact business with the officers and teachers 
of public schools. 

. .6. As soon as he receives the annual apportionment of the 

the educational fund to his county, he shall forthwith notify the 
Superintendent of each township of the amount apportioned for 
each race to the township. 

$ 14. Duties as to school money of his county.—The County Super- 
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intendent of Education shall receive and keep exclusively for the 
use Of publie schools, all money belonging to the educational funds 
of his county, and shall give the Tax Collector receipts in triplicate ~ 
for such amounts as may be paid to him by the Tax Collector, and 
he shall immediately certify to the Superintendent of Education 
the amounts paid by the Tax Collector, arid the date of payment, 
specifying amount received as poll tàx from each race, and all other 
tax. l 

$ 15. Tax Collector pays over poll tax monthly ; receipts forwarded 
to Superintendent of Education; statement by County Superintendent.— 
The Tax Collector, or any officer receiving any portion of the said - 
educational fund, shall at the end of each month pay to the County 
Superintendent of Education -of his county the amount of the poll 
tax collected during the month, taking his receipt' for the same. 
And shall also, at the time of making said payments, furnish to the 
[County] Superintendent of Education a written statement of the 
several amounts paid in each township by each race, and the Tax 
Collector shall forward to the Superintendent of Education the 
receipts for all moneys paid by him to the County Superintendent 
as SOON AS given. B 

-$ 16. Settlement with Tax Collector; certified statement to Super- 
intendent of Education; refunds poll tax overpaid.—The County 
Superintendent of Education shall make a firal settlement with the 
Tax Collector of his county on or before the first day of May of 
each year, and shall forthwith forward to the Superintendent of 
Education a certified ‘statement of such settlement, showing how 
much he has received from the Tax Collector, specifying the poll 
tax from the general tax, showing the deficiency 1f any exists be- 
tween the amount received from the Tax Collector and the annual 
apportionment of the educational fund for his county : Provided, 
‘that whenever the Tax Collector of any county shall have paid to 
the County Superintendent more money on account of the poll tax 
for any one or more years than may be due on a final settlement fór 
such year or years, and the same has been expended for the-sup- 
port of the public schools of such county, then and in that event- : 
the said County Superintendent shall refund the same to such Tax 
Collector out of any future sum collected and paid over to him on 
account of the poll tax: Provided, that such payment and settle- 
ment shall be certified to be correct by the Auditor of the State 
and Superintendent of Education. 0007 

$ 17. Must keep an account book; open to inspection.—The County 
Superintendent of Education shall enter into a book kept for that 
purpose the exact. amount and date of all payments made to him 
for the educational fund of his county, and the amount of educa- 
tional fund apportioned to, and the amount distributed in, each 
township, and for each race, of his county, to whom paid, and the | 
date and amount of payment, and for what purpose; and such: 
book shall be open for inspection of all persons interested. 
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$18. Report to Superintendent of Education; contents; made on 
- blanks furnished by the Superintendent.—Each County Superintend- 
ent shall forward to the Superintendent of Education an annual 
report of the public schools of his county for the preceding year 
on or before the first day of November, and the report shall set 
forth the amount of school money received from all sources to the 
end of the year, and shall specify how much was received from 
each source ; it shall also show how much has been disbursed up to 
the end of the year, for what purpose, and the names of teachers to 
whom money has been paid, the time they taught, and the total 
amount paid to each teacher, specifying also how much was paid 
for teaching schools for the white race and how much for schools 
for the colored race, the amount of funds then in hand for each 
race in each township or other school district in his county. He 
shall also report the manner in and extent to which he has dis- 
charged the duties required by this act to be performed by him. 
All reports herein named shall be made out on blanks furnished 
by the Superintendent of Education. 

$19. Forfeiture for failing to make report within ten days after . 
prescribed time.—lf any County Superintendent shall wilfully fail to 
make outand forward to the Superintendent of Education the annual 
reports herein required within ten days after the time they should 
." be made as prescribed in the preceding section of this article, he 
shall be liable to forfeit his pay and commissions,:and to be 
removed from office by the Superintendent of Education. 

$ 20. Oath and bond; additional security, or new bond, and failure 
to give.—E very County Superintendent of Education, before enter- 
ing upon the duties of his office, must take the oath prescribed by 
the Constitution of this State, and enter into bond, with good and 
suffieient securities; the amount of the bond fixed by the Su- ' 
perintendent of Education, but in no case to be less than double 
the amount of money that may come into his hands atany time ; and 
the bond must be approved by the Judge of Probate of the county 
. and filed and recorded, together with the oath, in the office of the 
Judge of Probate, and a certified copy of the bond shall also be 
filed in the office of the Superintendent, of Education for his 
approval. The Superintendent of Education shall require addi- 
tional seeurity upon the bond of any County Superintendent of 
Education, or a new bond and a different amount whenever he 
shall find it necessary for the protection of the educational fund of 
the county; and no County Superintendent of Education, after 
receiving such notice to give additional security or a new bond, 
Shall continue in the discharge of the duties of his office until such 
- additional security or new bond be given. l | 

$ 21. County Superintendent must pay out money promplly to 
teachers; summary judgment on failure; appeal.—The County Super- 
intendent of Education must promptly pay over to the teachers 
the money in his hands according to the provisions of law, and fail- 
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ing to do so, judgment may be recovered against him and his sure- 
ties, or any of them, by motion in any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion of the county of such Superintendent, on ten days' notice 
thereof, for the amount of such moneys, with legal interest from 
the time of the demand, and ten per centum damages on the aggre- 
gate amount, and costs; the motion to be prosecuted in the name . 
of the teacher or legal assignee of the claim ; but from all cases 
tried before à justice of the peace or notary publie either party 
shall have the right to appeal, as provided by law in other cases of 
trial before such officers. 

§ 22. Terms of office of present and succeeding County Superintend- 
ents; Superintendent of Education may remove for cause.—The terms. 
of office of. all County Superintendents of Education now in office 
shall expire on the thirtieth day of September, 1879, and the terms of 
their succcessors shall begin on the first day of October, 1879, and 
their appointment shall be for two years and until their successors 
are appointed and qualified ; but the Superintendent of Education 
may at any time, for good cause shown, remove from office any 
County Superintendent of Education. 

§ 23. Vacancy jilled by Superintendent of Education; term of ap- 
pointee; must qualify and give bond.—All vacancies in the office of 
County Superintendent shall be filled by the appointment of the 
Superintendent of Education; but any appointment to fill a 
vacancy before the expiration pf the regular term shall only be for 
the unexpired part of such regular term ; and all appointees to the 
office, whether for the whole year or only a part of the regular 
term, shall qualify and give bond as hereinabove prescribed. 

$ 24. Compensation of County Superintendents ; when taken or 
used.—The County Superintendents of Education shall receive for 
their serviees seventy-five dollars and two per cent. upon the 
amount of all the educational funds legally disbursed by them; 
but such salary and per centum must not be taken or used by them 
until after the disbursements have been made and the credits 
allowed by the Superintendent of Education. : u 

$95. County Superintendents post at the court-house door, semi- 
annually, itemized statements of receipts and disbursements.—The 
County Superintendents of Education are hereby required 
to make an itemized statement of all moneys received and dis- 
bursed by them during the scholastic year, and said statements 
should be made semi-annually on the first of April ard October, and 
showing, in addition to other items, any balances on hand; said 
statement to be verified on oath and posted at the court-house of 
their respective counties. - 

$ 26. Penalty for failure to make such statement.— Any County 
Superintendent of Education failing to make such statement as 
provided for in this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof shall be fined not less ten nor more than 
one hundred dollars. 
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TOWNSHIP SUPERINTENDENTS OF PUPLIO SCHOOLS, 


$ 27. Township Superintendent; by whom appointed; term of office; 
who are eligible.—A Township Superintendent for each township or 
other school district shall be appointed (immediately after the . 
passage of the dct approved February 7, 18/9,) by the County Su- 
perintendent of Education, subject to the approval of the Superin- 
tendent of Education, whose term of office shall expire on the first 
day of October, 1879. But thereafter said Township Superintend- 
ents so appointed shall hold their offices for the term of two years 
. and until their successors are appointed and. qualified ; and none 
but a freeholder or householder resident in the township shall be 
eligible to said office. 
$ 28. When but one school in a township it must be so located as to 
accommodate the largest number of pupils; location may be changed 
from year to year.— When but one school is established in a town- 
ship, 16 shall be so located as to accommodate the largest number 
of pupils, it being the purpose of this section to encourage the 
building of a permanent school house as near the centre of the 
township as possible, whenever it can be done without material 
injury or inconvenience to the children within the educational age 
in such township; but the Township Superintendent of public 
schools may change the location from year to year it order to pro- 
vide for those who were not in reach of the school in previous 
years. Andin the location of publie schools, Township Superin- 
tendents must have reference to the Population and neighborhood, 
paying due regard to any school house already built or site pro- 
cured, as well as to all other circumstances proper to be considered, 
80 as to proniote the interests of free publie education. 
$ 99. Township Superintendents supervise and establish schools.— 
The Township Superintendent shall have immediate supervision 
of the publie schools in his township, and shall have power to 
establish one or more schools of either race in such tewnship as 
the public necessity requires, subject to the approval of the County 
Superintendent. : ij 
$ 30. Bond required .when lands about to be sold or leased; 
approval and filing—Whenever the Township Superintendent is' 
about to sell or lease school lands, he must give bond with security, 
payable to the State, in a sum to be determined by the County 
Superintendent of Education, equal to the value of the school 
lands, or the amount of school funds of his township, conditioned 
to discharge his duty-faithfully, so long as he may continue In . 
office .or continue to discharge any of such duties, which bond 
must be approved by the County Superintendent of Education and 
filed in his office. l i 
. $81. Calls meeting of parents and guardians; business transacted 
at such meeting.—Each Township Superintendent of public schools 
shall, annually, on the first Monday in January, call a meeting of 
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the parents and guardians of the children of his district within the 


educational age; and he shall at such meeting, in consultation 
with such parents and guardians, and with a view to subserve their 
wishes, interests and convenience, transact the following business : 

1. He shall determine the number of schools that shall be 
established in his district for the current scholastie year, and shall 
designate the same by number. 

2. He shall fix the location of each school, the time of its open- 
ing, and the length of the session, which shall not be less than . 
twelve weeks, except as hereinafter provided. +  . 

9. He shall apportion to each school so established the amount 
it shall receive from the publie school revenue apportioned to the 
township and race for the current scholastic year. He must, in 
making such apportionment, have regard to the number of children 
of his distriet within the educational age, who will probably attend. 
each school, and apportion the district fund to the several schools 
of his district as nearly equal per capita as practicable, so that all 
children who attend the publie schools established for them shall 
receive equal benefit from such fund. : 

4. He shall determine, the number of and what children shall 
be transferred from his district to the schools of other districts, 
and to what district transferred, during the current scholastic year, 
and shall set apart an amount of the money apportioned to his 
district to pay for such transferred children, in the proportion 
which the number so to be transferred bears to the whole number 
of children in his district within the educational age; and if it 
should be deemed impracticable to establish in his township a 
publie school for the children of either race, on account of the 
want of a sufficient number of such race living within a reasonable 
distance, and who cannot be conveniently transferred to a public 
school in another township, he shall, in such case, determine the 
number of and what children of such race in his township shall be 
entitled to the benefits of the amount apportioned to his township, 
and the amount to which each child shall be entitled, and the .. 
same shall be paid by the County Superintendent to the parents 
orguardians of such children, and take receipts therefor as pro- 
vided in the ease of the payment of teachers; Provided, no pay- 
ment shall be made on account of any child who does not actually 
attend some school in this State the same length of time during 
which the public schools are kept open for the current scholastic

] 5. He shall transact such ather business as may be necessary 
to carry out the provisions of law. y OF = 

§ 32. Meeting how called; notice; continued from day to day.— 
The meeting provided for in the preceding section shall be called 
by posting, ten days previously, written notice of the time and 
place of meeting, and of the business to be transacted, as enu- 
merated in said section, in not less than three public places in the 
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district, The Township Superintendent of publie schools shall 
have power to continue the meeting from day to day until all the 
business is transacted, and may adjourn the same to a future day, 
not exceeding one week; Provided, however, That if the parents 
and guardians fail to attend such meeting, the Township Superin- 
tendent of public sehools shall, in their absence, proceed to per- 
form the duties required in the preceding section, in the manner 
 &nd with the objects therein provided. 

$ 33. Appeal may be taken to County Superintendent of Education; 
decision final.—An appeal may be taken from the decision and 
action of the Township Superintendent of public schools, under 
the two preceding sections, to the County Superintendent of Edu- 
eation, who shall notify the Township Superintendent of public 
sehools of the appeal, and appoint a day on which to hear and 
determine the matter referred to him, and his decision shall be 
final . 

$ 34. Shall not contract with teachers or-open schools until number 
and location is determined; nor for less than three months; nor for 
less than ten, nor more than fifty pupils.—The Township Superin- 
tendent of public sehools shall in no ease contract with teachers or 
open schools until he has definitely determined the number and 
location of the schools in his district, and the amount of money 
each school shall receive from the amount apportioned to his dis- 
trict. He shall not contract to pay a teacher more per month than 
one-third of the amount of the district fund set apart for the school 
to be taught by such teacher, nor shall he contraet for a school of 
less than three scholastic months, nor less than ten pupils within 
the educational ages, if there are more than ten children of each 
race within such ages, nor more than fifty pupils to each teacher. 

$ 35. Contracts in writing and in duplicate; when and where 
filed; transferred pupils.— All eontracts with teachers shall be in 
writing, and in duplicate, and shall specify the amount to be paid 
per month from the distriet fund; one of the duplieates shall be 
filed with the County Superintendent of Education for his approval 
within ten days after it has been executed, and no contract shall 
be valid without such approval.. The 'Township Superintendent of 
Pune schools shall also contract with teachers for transferred 
pupils. | 

$ 36. "Township Superintendent must have regard to such commu- 
nities as will supplement the fund, &c.—In loeating public schools, 
and employing teachers, the Township Superintendent of public 
schools shall have due regard to such communities as will supple- 
ment the district fund, and to such teachers as will procure and , 
teach the greatest number of pupils within the educational age; 
the object of this section being to encourage the building úp and 
maintaining of large schools which shall continue the longest term 
practicable ; but in no case shall it so operate as to deprive such 
communities and citizens as are unable or unwilling to supplement 
the district fund, of the benefit of publie sehoois. 
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$ 87. Teachers paid quarterly.—The teachers of publie schools 
shall be paid quarterly, as hereinafter provided, on the first Satur- 
days of January, April, July and October, or as soon thereafter as 
practicable. aM "D 

$ 98. Visits of Township Superintendent to schools.—The Town- 
ship Superintendent shall visit the schools in his township at least 
once during each scholastic year, | i 

.8 39. Enumeration of children; report to County Superintendent. — 
The Township Superintendent of each township must, during 
the month of August, 1879, and every two years thereafter, make 
an enumeration of all the children, white and colored, male and 
female, between the ages of seven and twenty-one years, in his 
township, and make a report in duplicate of said enumeration to 
the County Superintendent of Education by the first day of Sep- 
tember following ; and the County Superintendent shall make a 
written report of said enumeration to the State Superintendent of 
Education by the fifteenth of September. ' 

$40. Reports to County Superintendent amount of income from 
sale or lease of. land.— Whenever the sixteenth section of any town- 
ship has been leased or sold, and the proceeds of such lease or sale 
are still in the hands of the Township, Superintendent of such 
township, he must report to the County Superintendent of Educa- 
tion of his county the annual income to the township from such 
lease or sale. i | 

$. 41. Removal of teacher; pay for time taught—The Township 
Superintendent may, for any cause sufficient in his judgment, ter- 
minate the contract and remove the teacher. But said teacher 
shall be allowed by said Township Superintendent pay for the 
time he taught, according to the terms of said contract. 

§ 42. Register of daily attendance to be kept by teachers, and sub- 
mitted to Township Superintendent.—The Township Superintendente 
shall require the teachers of public schools to keep a register of the 
daily attendance of the pupils in the schools taught by them, and 
to submit such register to said Township Superintendents for their 
inspection. d 

$ 43. Teachers report quarterly; contents; sworn to and approved ; 
not paid until report is forwarded.—Every teacher of a publie school 
must forward to the County Superintendent of Education a com- 
` plete report at the end of each quarter—on or about the first day 
of January, April, July and October, or as soon thereafter as prac- 
ticable—setting forth the enrollment, attendance, number of trans- 
ferred scholars and from what township transferred, the branches | 
taught and the number of pupils in each, distinguishing between 
male and female, and whether a white or a colored school; also 
stating monthly pay from school revenue from the townstip in 
which the school is located, and from transferred scholars, stating 
township and range from which the scholars are transferred, the 
number of days taught, the amount due for services from school 
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revenues of the township, the number of visits by Township Super- 
intendent of Public Schools, name and postoffice address of teacher. 
Such report must be sworn to by the teacher and approved by the 
Township Superintendent of Public Schools. No teacher can draw 
any pay for services rendered until he has forwarded a report in 
aecordanee with the requirements of this section. 

$44. Township Superintendent exempt from jury duty, road duty 
and poll tax.—The Township Supermtendents shall be exempt from 
jury duty, road duty and poll tax so long as they shall continue in 
their offices and perform the duties thereof ; and the certificate of 
the County Superintendent of Education shall be evidenee thereof. 


ARTICLE V. 
TEACHERS OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


$ 45. Certificate of qualificaticn.—Every teacher of a publie 
school shall obtain a certificate of qualification, or license, as herein 
provided. "TN : 

$ 46. Register kept by teacher; inspection by Township Superin- 
tendent; report quarterly under oath; false oath.» Every teacher of a 
public school shall keep a register of the actual daily attendance 
. of the pupils m his school, and shall submit such register to the 
Township Superintendent for his inspeetion, and shall make, under 
oath, such a report quarterly as required bylaw. And any teacher | 
who shall wilfully make such oath falsely shall be guilty of the 
crime of perjury. ` l 


ARTICLE VI. 


COUNTY EDUCATIONAL BOARD——EXAMINATION OF TEACHERS AND 
p TEACHERS INSTITUTES. 

§ 47. Educational board in each county ; of whom composed; by 
whom appointed; must meet monthly ; license teachers ; organize teach- 
er's institutes, &*c.—An educational board shall be established in 
each of the eounties of this State, whieh shall be composed of two 
teachers of said county, together with the Superintendent of Edu- 
cation for the eounty. At the beginning of each seholastie year, 
or as soon thereafter as practicable, the County Superintendent o£ 
Education shall appoint the members of sueh educational board, 
who shall hold office as sueh during the current seholastic year. 
The County Superintendent shall be the president of such board, 

and one of the members thereof shall be the seeretary. The 
County Superintendent shall have authority to fill all vacancies ` 
which shall oceur on said board. à 

- 2. The meetings of such board shall be monthly, at such time 
and place as it may designate, but may meet oftener whenever 
deemed advisable by them. 
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3. Applicants for license to teach in the public. schools of the 
county must be examined by such board of education, and if found 
duly qualified and of good moral character, must receive a license 
to teach in the publie schools of said county, to be signed by the . 
president. and secretary of the board. But a diploma from any ` 
chartered institution of learning will entitle the applicant to license 
without examination, on proof of good nioral character. 

4. A register of all the licenses issued shall be kept by said. 
board, and whenever any license shall be cancelled, the fact shall 
be noted on such register, and the cause of such cancellation. 

5. Whenever it shall appear to the board that any teacher: so 
licensed has been guilty of intemperance jor unworthy or disgrace- 
ful conduet, it shall eaneel the license, and strike the name from the 
registered list of teachers. | 

6. No teacher shall be engaged in any of the publie schools of 
any county in this State, or ia any of the school funds, unless 
so licensed and registered. 

7. Itshall be the duty of said board of education to organize 
and maintain in their counties, respectively, teacher's institutes, 
to be held at such times and places as they may prescribe—one for 
teachers who are colored persons, and one for teachers who are 
white persons, provided there shall be not less than ten teachers in 
such county licensed of the race for whom such institutes shall be 
organized. f 

8. The County Superintendent of Education shall be the presi- 
dent of such institute, and the other officers thereof may be elected. 
The members of the educational board shall be the vice presidents, 
and in the absence of the Superintendent shall preside over its 
meetings. Every licensed teacher of the county shall be members 
of such institutes, each of the institutes organized for his race or 
color. But no fee and no assessment shall be imposed upon a: 
member without his consent. ; 

9. The meetings of such institutes shali be at such times and 
places as may be prescribed by the educational board, but there 
shall be not less than three meetings annually, and said licensed 
teachers must attend at least one of these meetings. There shall 
be an annual meeting during the month of September, at which an 
address to the teachers shall be made by some person chosen by , 
the educational board. : 

10. The meetings of the institutes shall be devoted mainly to 
discussions and instruction in regard to the methods of teaching 
and disciplining sehools, the text-books used, and other matters 
connected with the schools and school laws.

Arricre VII. 


DISTRICTS—PUPILS—SCHOLASTIC PERIODS, 40. 


$ 48. What constitutes school district : under supervision of Town- 
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ship S uperintendent : may hold real and personal property.—Every 
township and fraction of a township which is divided by a State or 
county line, or any other insuperable barrier, such as rivers, creeks 
. or mountains, and every incorporated city or town having three. 
thousand inhabitants, shall constitute separate school districts, and 
each shall be under Township Superintendent of publie schools, 
as to all matters connected with publie schools. Each township or. 
other school district, in its corporate capacity as created by-law, 
may hold real and personal property-; and the business of such 
corporations, in relation to public schools and school lands, shall 
be managed by the Township or District Superintendents. 

$ 49. Age of pupil ; right of admission, and into what schools.— 
Every child between the ages of seven and twenty-one years shall 
be entitled to admission into and instruction in any public school 
of its own race or color in the township in which he or she resides, 
or to any public school of its own race or color in the State of Ala- 
bama, as herein provided. 

$ 50. Scholastic year, month and day.—The scholastic year shall 
begin on the first day of October of each year, and end or the 
thirtieth day of September of the following year. Twenty days 
shall constitute a school month. A school day shall comprise not 
less than six hours. l 

$ 51. Public examinations held; certificates to pupils educated in 
all branches of free instruction.—Public examinations must be held 
in the public schools at least once in every year, and when the 
educational board are satisfied that any pupil has become thor-. 
oughly educated in all the branches of free instruction in sueh 
school they shall give him an honorable certificate to that effect. 

§ 52. Separate schools for the two races.—In no case shall it be 
. lawful to unite in one school both eolored and white children. 


APPORTIONMENT AND DISBURSEMENT OF SCHOOL REVENUE. 


$ 58. Necessary amounts for contingent expenses amd for normal 
schools to be set apart, and residue of revenue to be apporttoned.— 
As soon as the Auditor furnishes to the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion in each year the certificate showing the amount which is to 
the eredit.of the educational fund for that year, it sball be the 
'duty of the Superintendent of Education to set apart out of the 
general fund a sufficient amount to pay such expenses of the 
department of education as by law shall be payable out of such 
fund, the amount necessary to cover the expenses of normal schools, 
and he shall then apportion all the balance of such fund, as nearly 
as practicable, among the several townships and school districts in 
the State, in the manner hereinafter provided. k 

$&54. Apportionment and setting apart certified to Auditor; no 
warrant for any purpose in excess of amount set apart or apportioned; 
unapportioned balance, —AÀs soon as the Superintendent of Educa- 
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tion has set apart the amount, and made the apportionment of the 
fund as provided for in the preceding section, he shall certify to 
the Auditor tho amounts set apart for each particular purpose or 
appropriation, and the total amount of the apportionment to the 
several school districts in each county for each race, aud the 
Auditor “shall see that no warrants are drawn against the educa- 
tional fund for any purpose, for any amount in excess of the 
amounts so set apart and apportioned, and so certified by him. 
The Auditor shall certify to the Treasurer the amount of the 
school revenue, exclusive of poll tax, unapportioned by the Super- 
intendent of Education, and the Treasurer shall set apart the 
amount out of any moneys received from taxes of the current year, 
and he shall keep the same separate and apart from all other 
revenues, and shall not pay out any of such moneys except upon 
warrants for school purposes. 

§ 55. Apportionment how made.—In making the apportionment 
of school money to the several school districts, the Superintendent 
of Education shall first set apart to each township or other school 
district the amount due from the State to each distriét as interest 
on its sixteenth section fund, or other trust fund held by the State; 
and all townships or school districts which have an income from 
trust funds in the hands of the State, or from lease or sale of their ` 
sixteenth section lands, shall not receive anything out of the 
balance of the educational fund to be apportioned, until all other 
townships or school districts having no trust fund shall have 
received from the general fund such sum as will give them an equal 
per capita apportionment with the.townships and districts having 
such trusts and income. 

$ 56. Basis of apportionment; apportionment between the races 
also to be made.—The Superintendent of Education shall.apportion 
the educational fund to the respective townships or school districts .. 
subject to the provisions of the preceding section, according to the 
latest official returns of the enumeration of school population of 
the townships or other districts which have been made to his 
office; and he shall also apportion. the fund for each township- 
between the races therein; but whenever the superintendent of 
any township or district has failed to make aud return the census 
enumeration of his township or district, as required by law, the 
Superintendent of Education shall make the apportionment to 
such township or district according to-the best information he can 
obtain as to the school population of such. township or district ; 
but in no event shall he,in case of such failure, estimate the school 
population of ahy such district or township at more than the num- 
‘ber shown by the last official report thereof to his office. | 

$ 57. Superintendent must record apportionment and basis thereof, 
and furnish each County Superintendent certified copy of so much as 
relates to his districts; what extent only. contracts fer schools valid.— 
As soon as the Superintendent of Education shall have made.the ; 
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apportionment of school money as hereinabove provided, he shall 
record the same in his office in books kept for that purpose, show- 
ing the amount which he has apportioned to each school district 
in the State, and specifying from what source or sources the samo 
was derived, the amount to each race in the township, and the 
number of children of each race in the district upon which the 
apportionment was based; and he shall then furnish to each 
County Superihtendent of Education a certified copy from such 
books, showing the dividends of educational fund to each township 
or district under the supervision of such County Superintendent 
of Education, and the amount so divided and certified shall be the 
total amount which each of such school distriets shall be entitled 
to receive from the State, except the poll tax, during the then 
current scholastic year ; and no contract to pay for any school or 
schools, for any district, more than the amount thus appropriated 
to it, together with such poll tax as it may receive, and such funds 
as may be in hand from previous years, shall be valid against the 
State or township. 

$ 58. Hach county receives its own poll tax; and it shall be its 
distributive «share of such tax.—Each county in this State shall. 
receive as school money all the poll tax collected in such county, 
and the school money thus received shall be its full distributive 
share of the aggregate poll tax collected in the State. 

$ 59. Duties of assessors and collectors as to poll tax; penalties for 
failure to perform.—The Tax Assessors and Tax Collectors, while 
making their assessments in each year, shall note on the assess- 
ment list the township and range in which each person liable for 
poll tax resides, and he shall note the number of each race in the 
township liable to poll tax. And the Tax Collector shall keepa sep- 
arate account of the amount of such tax paid by persons of the 
respective races in each township, and shall furnish a statement of 

e the same to the County Superintendent of Education on payment 

of said poll tax to liim. Any assessor or collector failing to comply 
with the provisions of this section shall be guilty of à misdemeanor, 
and on conviction be fined not less than one hundred dollars. 

$ 60. | Each township or district entitled to its poll tax; each race 
to poll tax paid by it; County Superintendents report as to poll tax.— 
Each township or other school distriet shall be entitled to receive 
for the support of publie schools therein, all the poll tax raised in 
and for such district, and the County Superintendent of Education 
of each county shall see that the amount of poll tax paid by white 

` persons shall be applied exclusively to the maintenance of schools 

for white pupils, and all paid by colored’ persons exclusively for 
schools for colored pupils; and 1n his annual reports, the County 
Superintendent of Education must show how much poll tax he has : 
received since the last report for each race in each district of his 
county. 

$ 6l, Certificate of Superintendent to Auditor of amount due each 
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county; Auditors warrant to County Superintendent on Tax Col- 
lector.—The Superintendent of Education shall by the tenth day 
of October in each and every year, or as soon thereafter as prac- 
ticable, apportion to every county in this State the' amount of 
. school money such county will be entitled to receive for that 
scholastic year, from all sources, except. from poll tax, and the 
special tax, if any levied for school purposes in any county ; and 
shall certify the same to the State Auditor, who shall draw his 
warrant on tke Tax Collector of each county for the amount thus 
certified to be paid to the County Superintendent of Education of 
each county ; and its payment shall be accbunted as the payment 
of so much school money, and shall stand in lieu thereof. 

$ 62. Payment of Auditors warrant on Tax Collector; County 
Superintendents receipt taken as cash.—The Tax Collector shall pay 
the Auditor’s warrant provided for in the preceding section out of 
any State tax that may come into his possession, and take up the 
warrant, together with a receipt from his County Superintendent 
of Education, endorsed and approved by the probate judge, for 
the amount paid ; and this receipt shall be received from the Tax 
Collector by the Auditor as cash in the settlement of his accounts, 
but no preference shall be given by the several Tax Collectors in 
the payment of the Auditor’s warrant drawn under section 61 (1137) 
for school money, but shall make payments into the State treasury 
and on such warrants in proportion of the latter to the whole 
amount of taxes which will probably be collected in his county for 
the then current fiscal year; but the amount of school money 
apportioned to the several counties respectively shall be first paid 
to the Superintendent of Education of the county for educational 
purposes in such county respectively out of the collections of 
State revenue in the several counties, so that the portion belonging 
to each county for school purposes shall always be retained in the 
counties. . i , : 

$ 63. * Disposition of school money during contest as to office of 
County Superintendent and after contest ended.— Whenever a contest 
as to the office of County Superintendent of Education is pending, 
the Tax Collector of such county shall pay over to the Superin- 
tendent of Education all school money which is in his hands, or 
which may come into his hands during the pendency of such con- 
test; and it shall be the duty of the Superintendent of Education 
to receive the school money of such county, and deposit the same 
in the State treasury as a special deposit for the county, and such 
money shall be paid out on the warrant of the Superintendent of 
Education, for the support of the public schools of such county, 
and to such persons as would be entitled to receive the same from 
the County Superintendent of Education; but on the final deter- 
mination of the contest .it shall be the duty of the Superintendent 
of Education to pay over any balance not disbursed by him tothe ^ 
person in whose favor the contest is decided. 
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§ 64. Unlawful to use school money or permit its use except for pub- 
lic school purposes.—It shall be unlawful for any person into whose 
hands or under whose control any of the public school money may 
come, to use or permit the use of the same, or any part thereof, 
except for purposes of the public schools, and in accordance with 
the laws regulating the publie schools and providing for the dis- 
bursement of the publie school money. And any person violating 
the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of embezzle- 
ment, and, on conviction, be punished as if he had stolen the 
money so unlawfully used or converted. 

$ 65. Embezzlement by County Superintendent of Education.—Any 
County Superintendent of Education, to whom any money or prop- 
erty has been delivered as County Superintendent of Education, 
who embezzles or fraudulently converts to his own use such money 
or property, or any part thereof, must be punished, on conviction, 
as if he had stolen it, and shall forfeit his office. 

$66. Duty of Solicitor and grand jury.—It shall be the duty of . 

“he Solicitor and the grand jury, at every term of the circuit court, 
to examine the books and papers of the County Superintendent of 
Education. 

$ 67. Deficiency after first day of May, paid by warrant on Treas- 
urer.—In any county where the amount of funds collected and paid 
over by the Tax Collector by the first day of May in each year, 
exclusive of the poll tax, does not amount to the apportionment of 
the educational fund for the county, it shall be the duty of the 
Superintendent of Education to certify to the Auditor the amount 
to which said county is entitled, after deducting the amount paid 
by the Tax Collector to the County Superintendent of Education, 
and the Auditor shall draw his warrant on the State Treasurer in 
favor of such County Superintendent [for] the sum certified to be due. 

$ 68. Local school money ; apportionment and expenditure.—All 
local school funds raised for the support of public schools, by taxa- 
tion or otherwise, shall be apportioned and expended in the dis- 
trict or districts where such funds have been raised, under such | 

rules and regulations as the District Superintendent of the publie 
schools of said district, or other local board provided by law, may 
prescribe; but this section shall not be construed to repeal any 
provision for the apportionment and disbursement of the moneys 
mentioned in this article, provided for in special or local laws ; and 
all funds contributed by private parties or otherwise to said district 
shall be applied as indicated in the grant from such contributors. 
Provided, no school moneys distributed to the various counties of 
this State from the State school revenue shall, either directly or 
indirectly, be paid for the erection of school-houses, the use of 
school-rooms, or furniture, or any other contingent expense of 
Schools. 

$ 69. Apportionment of income of trust fund when township di- 
vided.—Whenever a township which has a trust fund income is 
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divided by a State or county line, or includes a city whigh is a 
separate school district, such trust fund income shall be divided 
between, or apportioned to, each school district according to the 
school population of each. o MEE 

$ 70. Apportionment of unexpended school money prior to first of 
October, 1875 ; report to Superintendent of Education.—The County 
Superintendent of Education shall apportion to the several school 
districts in their counties all unexpended school funds now in their 
hands, or which they may hereafter receive, and which funds 
have accrued. to their counties prior to.the first day of October, 
1875, when it is not known to what particular townships and races_ 
the same belongs ; and they shall make such apportionment in the 
same manner as the State Superintendent is required to appor- 
tion the general school: fund, and they shall make report of such 
apportionment to the Superintendent of Education as soon there- 
after as practicable; but nothing contained in this section shall: 
interfere with the claims of teachers who taught public scliools 
prior to the year 1874.* 

$71. Apportionment, when unexpended for two years.—The County 
Superintendent of Education shall in like manner apportion among 
the school districts under his supervision all fúnds which he has 
received for any particular school district and race, and which has 
remained unused by such township and race for two years. 


*The following act of the Board of Education, approved December 14, 1874, is the 
only provision for the payment of ‘claims of teachers who taught public schools 
prior to the year 1874" : 

Sec. 1. Bé it enacted by the Board of Education of the State of Alabama, That all 
. persons who have taught free public’ schools prior to October 1, 1874, upon present- 
ing their claims to the County Superintendent of Education of the county in which 
said schools were taught, and furnishing the proof required by an act of the Board of. 
Education, entitled “An act to provide for filing and adjusting all claims against the 
educational department," approved December 5, 1874, shall be paid out of.any unex- 
pended funds belonging to the township, accruing prior to October 1, 1874, in which 
said schools were taught, and from the fund apportioned to the race taught by such 
teacher: Provided, That no claims shall be paid until all claims are presented and 
passed upon ; And provided further, That such claims are presented by the first day 
of October, 1875.: And if there is not a sufficient fund to pay the full amounts of 
such claims, the fund shall be divided pro rata in proportion to the amount proved to 

e due. 

The folldwing act of the General Assembly, approved February 9, 1877, relates to 
claims which acerued between October 1; 1874, and February 9, 1877 : 

Sec. 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of Alabama, That in all cases in 
which trustees of the public schools have made contracts with persons to teach public 
schools in their respective townships since the first day of October, 1874. and before 
the notice of the amount which was apportioned to their respective townships was 
received by said trustees, and where the said persons taught said schools pursuant to 
said contracts, such persons shall be entitled to receive from the County Superintend- 
ents of the counties 1n which they taught the amounts which accrued to them under 
their said contracts, to be paid out of any funds in the hands of said County Superin- 
tendents which were apportioned to the respective townships, and to the race for 
for which they taught, and in the year for which they taught ; but no payments shall 
be made on any such claims except out of money which may-now be in the hands of 
the County Superintendents, and which was apportioned to the respective townships 
and for the race for which the person taught, in the year in which the service was 
rendered, 
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$79. Money once apportioned not used otherwise until re-appor: 
tioned —The funds which have accrued to and have been. appor- 
tioned to any township and race shall not be used for the benefit 
of any other township and race until after the same shall have 
reverted to the general fund and been re-apportioned as provided 
in the preceding section. 
$ 73. New district, composed of parts of two or more districts, 
entitled to proportion of trust fund income.— Whenever any separate 
school district shall be created which embraces paris of two or 
more townships, such school district shall receive its proportionate 
share of the trust fund income of each of such townships according 
to school population. 2 
$ 74. Amount set apart annually for contingent fund ; how drawn ; 
"account kept; itemized report made to Governor.—The State Treasurer 
shall annually set apart, out of any money in the treasury not oth- 
erwise appropriated, the sum of one thousand dollars as a contin- 
gent fund for the department of edueation ; and whenever it shall 
become necessary to draw on such fund, the Superintendent of 
Education shall certify the amount necessary, and for what pur- 
pose, to the State Auditor, who shall draw his warrant on the State 
'l'reasurer for the amount, The Superintendent of Education shall 
keep an accurate account of all sums which he may certify to be 
paid out of the educational contingent fund, and shall furnish an | 
itemized statement thereof to the Governor each year with his 
ànnual report. ` 
§-75.- Unexpended contingent fund carried forward and made part 
of fund for next year.—At the close‘of each scholastic year any part 
of the appropriation for the educational contingent fund which may ` 
not be then expended, shall be carried forward by the Anditor 
and by the Superintendent of Education, and placed to the credit 
of and become a part of the one thousand dollar appropriation for 
the educational fund of the next succeeding year.

$ 76. Tax Collectors, County Treasurers and ex- County Superin- 
tendents and their sureties.—Summary judgments must be rendered, 
on motion. after ten days notice, in favor of the County Superin- 


tendent of Education for the use of his county, against the 
defaulters hereinafter named, and the sureties on their official 
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bonds, or any one of them, in the circuit court, or other courts 
having jurisdiction, of the «county in which the defendants, or any 
of them, reside, in the following cases : 

1. Against the Tax Collector and his sufeties for the failure of 
such collector to pay over according to law the school money due 
his county, as shown by the Auditor’s warrant on him, or so much 
thereof as he may have collected, or for the failure of such collector 
to pay over according to law all the poll tax collected by him 
which it was his duty to colleet, and which he eould have collected 
by due diligence ; said judgment to be for the amount for which 
the collector is in default, interest from time of default, and twenty 

per centum damages thereon and court costs. 
. 9. Against-a county treasurer and his sureties for failing to pay 
over according to law, all school moneys now in his hands, or which 
may hereafter come into his hands; such judgment to be for amount 
due by such treasurer, interest thereon from time of default, and 
twenty per centum damages thereon and court costs. 

3. Against any County Superintendent of Education who has 
resigned, removed from his county, or been legally removed from 
office, or whose term of office has expired, and the sureties on the 
official bond of such Superintendent or any of them; such jude- 
ment to be for the amount of school money belonging to his 
county, and which has not been. legally disbursed by him, or paid 
over to his successor in office, and in favor of such successor, if 
there is one, for the amount due by such Superintendent, interest 
from time of default, and twenty per cent. damages, besides court 
costs, and in all cases where there is no successor then such judg- 
ment must be rendered in favor of the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, on his motion, tor the use of the county in which such 
defaulting officer resided, and the money when recovered by the 
Superintendent of Education must be turned over to the County 
Superintendent, when appointed and qualified. 

$41. Attorneys employed, and their compensation.—The County 
Superintendent of Education in each county may employ attorneys 
to prosecute actions under the provisions of this article against the 
defaulters and their sureties, but in no case shall any attorney 
receive more than five per cent.* of the amount which may be col- 
lected on any judgment obtained by him, or of the amount which 
may be otherwise recovered by him, 

.. $ 18. . Notice, its contents, and by whom served.—The notice, here- , 
inbefore prescribed, upon which the action may be commenced, 
must be served by any Sheriff of this State; and such notice must 
succinctly state the cause for which the motion will be made, and 
the court and term at which the motion will be made. 

$ 19. Transcripts evidence.—In all actions commenced and pros- 
ecuted under the provisions of this article, a transcript from the

Wise than for the payment of teachers employed in such schools." 
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books and records in the office of the Superintendent of Education, 
or of the Auditor, certified under the hands of those officers respec- 
tively, shall be prima facie evidence of the facts shown by them. 

$ 80. Mode and time of trial. —If the notice herein required has 
been given, the motion shall stand for trial at the first term, and 
the court must hear and determine the motion and render judg- 
ment upon the evidence without a jury, unless a jury trial be de- 
manded, when a jury must be immediately empanelled to try the 
facts, unless a good cause be shown for continuance. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

$ 81. Township Superintendents have all powers as to sale or lease 
of -school lands as trustees had.—Township Superintendents shall 
have all the powers, and perform all the duties in relation to the 
lease and sale of school lands, which are now by the existing iaw 
vested in and required of Township Trustees. He shall also be 
entitled to the same compensation and be subject.to the same pen- 
alties and liabilities as provided by the existing law. 

$ 82. Unlawful to disturb schools, &c.—Any person who wilfully 
and wantonly interrupts or disturbs any school or other assembly 
of people met for school purposes or holidays, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction must be fined not less 
than five nor more than fifty dollars. ' 

$ 83. Former laws repealed ; exceptions.—All laws and parts of 
laws in conflict with this act (foregoing sections from 1 to 82 inclu- 
Sive) are repealed: Provided, however, that in all townships and 
other school districts where contracts between teachers and trust- 
-ees have heretofore (prior to February 7, 1879,) been made for the 
current scholastie year under and in conformity to the school law 
approved February 8, 1877, the schools in such distriets and town- 
ships shall be conducted during said year, and the district funds 
disbursed, in pursuance of the law under which such contracts were 
made: Provided further, that nothing herein contained shall pre- ' 
vent such a change or modification of said contracts as to prevent 
the disbursement of school moneys being made under the provis- 
ions of this act, if the parties so desire. *

CHAPTER V. 
ARTICLE I. 


SCHOOL LANDS—INCORPORATION OF TOWNSHIPS. 
$ 84.(962). School lands'; what, and in whom vested. —School 
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lands, within the meaning of this Code, are sections numbered six- 
teen, in every township, granted by the United States for the use 
of schools in the township, and such other lands as may have been 
granted any township for the use of schools; and all school lands 
are vested in-the State, in trust to execute the objects of the grant. 
$ 85 (968). Townships incorporated.—The inhabitants of each 
township in the State are incorporated by the name of "township 
, range , according to the number of the surveys of the 
United States. . 


ÀRTICLE 11. 


LEASE .OF SCHOOL LANDS. 

$ 86 (967). Timber lots reserved.—The *Township Superintend- 
ent of public schools, after the surveys and pláts provided for by 
article 3 of this chapter, may select such Jots as he thinks proper 
to reserve from cultivation for the benefit of the timber thereon, 
and must mark the same “reserved” on the plat thereof. 

$ 87 (968). Balance leased ; terms, &c.—The Township Superin- 
tendent may lease, for not exceeding five years, the lots so laid out 
and not reserved; may stipulate for such improvements as he 
deems expedient, and require, if he thinks proper, security for rents 
and improvements ; the rent is to be paid annually, but in case of 
improvements, he may stipulate for the rents to commence after 
the commencement of the lease. t. 

$ 88 (969). Notes payable to township.—All notes, bonds and 
contracts for the lease of school lands are to be made payable to 
the township by its corporate name. | 

§ 89 (970). Lease made by auction ; notice—All school lands 
must be leased at some place in the township at public auction ;. 
and at least six weeks’ previous notice must be given, by advertise- 
ment, designating the time and place, at three public places in the 
township ; and such other notice as the Township Superintendent 
deems expedient. 

$ 90 (971). Duties of lessee.—The lessee is bound to treat the 
land, houses and improvements in à careful and husbandman-like 
manner; to commit no waste; and must comply with such further 
restrictions as the Township Superintendent deems expedient to 
insert in the lease; and if such lessee, or any person claiming 
under him, commit waste, fail to pay the rent, or to comply with - 
any other stipulation, the Township Superintendent has the right 
to declare the lease forfeited. . 

$ 91 (972). Timber lots ; how used.—The lots reserved for timber 
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s, ownship Superintendent of Public Schools substituted for Township Trustecs.— 
(See $ 81.) . .

are for the common benefit of the lessees of the other lots ; but no 
timber must be cut down, injured or destroyed, as long as there is 
sufficient on the other lots, which the Township Superintendent is 
to determine; and the lessees must in no case cut down, injure or 
destroy such timber without permission from the Township Super- 
intendent, which may be given on such terms as he thinks proper, 
having a due regard to the interest of his township. 

$ 92 (973). Penalties for taking timber, or trespassing.—Any per- 
son who, without authority, cuts down, injures or destroys any tree 
on school lands, shall forfeit and pay for every such tree ten dol- 
lars, to be recovered before any court having jurisdiction, in the 
corporate name of the township. 

$ 93 (974). Fines, turned over to school fund.— Al fines and for- 
feitures under the preceding section are to be paid into the State 
treasury, and added to the principal of the school fund of the 
township. 

$ 94 (4416). Trespass on school land.—Every trespasser on school 
lands is guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction, must be fined 
not less than three times tke amount of the injury occasioned by 
such trespass ; and the fine shall be added to the principal of the 
school fund of the township. 


ARTICLE III. 
- SALE OF SCHOOL LANDS. 


495 (975). Election as to sale of school lands.—The Township 
Superintendent of public schools of any township may, on giving 
twenty days' notice by advertisement at three of the most public 
places therein, hold an election to ascertain the sense of the town- 
ship respecting the sale of school lands belonging thereto, and may , 
appoint the place where such election is to be held, and three 
-inspectors to manage the same. 

$ 96 (976). Inspectors; oath of—The inspectors, before holding 
such election, must take an oath to conduct the same fairly, which 
ne be administered by one to the other; and they may appoint 
clerks. ~ 

$ 97 (977). Absence of inspectors.—If any inspectors are absent, 
those present may supply their places; and if none attend, any 
three freeholders or householders of the township may act. A 

$ 98 (978). Polis; opening and closing—The polls are to be 
opened at eleven in the morning, and closed at five in the after- 
noon. 

99 (979). Manner of voting.—The voters must write upon their 
tickets “sale” or “no sale,” deposit them in the ballot-box ; 
and the inspectors, after ascertaining the result, must certify the 
same to the Township Superintendent. |

§ 100 (980). Survey made and minimum price fined, if majority 
for sale.—If on such election there is a majority of the white male 
inhabitants of the township, over twenty-one years of age, voting 
in such election, in favor of a sale, the Township Superintendent is 
to have the lands surveyed in lots, so as to command the highest 
price ; have a plat of such survey made; and, being sworn tairly 
to value such lots, must fix a minimum price upon each. 

$ 101 (981). Plat for inspection—Such plat, with the minimum 
price marked upon each lot, is to be kept by the Township Super- 
. intendent free to the inspection of all persons desiring to examine 
ihe same. 

$ 102 (982). Notice of sale.—As soon as the lands are surveyed, 
the Township Superintendent must give thirty days notice of the 
time and place of sale, by advertisement at three publie places in 
the township, ana in such other mode as he thinks proper. 

$ 108 (988). Sale at auction.—On the day appointed for the sale, 
between the hours of eleven in the morning and two ia the after- 
noon, each lot must be offered separately and sold at publie aue- 
tion to the highest bidder at or above the minimum price. Ii such 
minimum price.is fifty dollars or under, the sale must be for cash ; 
if the minimum price is over fifty dollars but not more than one 
hundred and fifty dollars, the sale must be on a credit of one 
year, unless the amount bid for the lands should exeeed one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, in which event the sale must be on a credit 
of one and two years, in equal annual installments; if the mini- 
mum price, or the amount bid for the lands, is one hundred and 
fifty dollars or over, but less than three hundred dollars, the sale 
must be on a credit of one and two years, in equal annual install- 
ments; if the minimum price, or the amount bid for the land, is 
over three hundred dollars, but less than five hundred dollars, the 
sale must be on a credit of one, two and three years, in equal annual 
installments; and if the minimum price, or the amount bid 
for the land, is five hundred dollars or more, the sale must 
be on a credit of one, two, three and four years, in equal annual 
installments. When the sale is on credit the purchaser must give 
his notes, with two or more sureties, approved. by the Township 
Superintendent, payable to the State of Alabama, for the use of 
township -- —, range , designating it by numbers, and speci- 
fying, by the legal subdivisions, the particular portion or portions 
of the section for which the notes are given. All rotes for purchase 
of school lands, sold under provisions of this article, must bear 
interest at eight per cent. per annum from date. | . 

$ 104 (984). Provisions directory—The provisions of this arti- 
cle in relation to the sale of school lands, must be construed as 
direetory only. 

$ 105 (985). Report of sale to Superintendent of Education.—The 
Township Superintendent making such sale must make a return 
thereof within twenty days thereafter to the [State] Superintendent 
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of Education, which return must specify the date of the sale, the 
names of the purehasers, and the quantity and particular descrip- 
tion of the land sold to each, and the price paid or to be paid 
by each purchaser, ard the amount of the purchase money 
retained to defray the expenses of the survey and sale of the same. 
The Township Superintendent must at the same time pay over to 
the Superintendent of Edueation all the money which may have 
been received by him as purchase money for such lands, after 
dedueting such amount as he may be allowed by law to retain to 
defray the expenses of the survey and sale; and must also, at the 
same time, turn over to the Superintendent of Education all notes 
which may bave been taken by him for such lands, and such Super- 
intendent must give a receipt for such money and sueh notes, and 
file the returns and notes in his office, and make a proper record of 
the notes. 

$ 106 (986). Re-sale.—If any purchaser fail to make the pay- 
ment, or give his notes with approved securities, as required by 
section 103 (983), the land so bid off by sueh person must be imme- 
diately re-sold, if practicable; but if it is not practicable to make 
the re-sale at once, ib must bé advertised and re-sold at a future 
day, as if no sale had been made ; and the first purchaser shall be 
responsible for the difference betweeñ his bid and the amount for 
which the lot is subsequently sold, if such amount is less than the 
bid of such first purchaser. l 

$ 107 (987). Certificate of purchase.—The Township Superin- 
tendent, on the execution of the notes, must give to the purchaser 
a certificate of purchase, showing the quantity of land in acres, 
deseribing the lots purchased, and specifying the amount of the 
purchase money. 

$ 108 (988). .Ejfect of certificate.—Such certificate conveys to the 
person therein named, his heirs or assigns, a conditional estate in 
fee, to become absolute on the payment of the purchase money and 
interest; and which reverts to the State, for the uses originally 
granted, in the following cases: 

l. When all the notes have become due, and the makers have 
left the State or died insolvent. ` 

2. When a recovery on such notes is defeated, by any defense 
avoiding the contract of sale. | 

3. "When a retovery is had against all the makers, and execu- 
tion has been returned “no property” by the proper officer of the 
county in which the township lies; or when judgment is had, and 
execution returned against any one or more of such makers, “no 
property,” the others having left the State or died insolvent.* 

$ 109 (989). Title re-vests.—No proceeding is necessary to re- 
vest the title in the State on the happening of the events specified 
E am gor c i Mc uU T 


*In all cases not barred November 30, 1876, the statute of limitations does not 
apply to actions by Township Superintendents for the recovery of school lands.—

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in the preceding section, but such lands may be recovered in the 
name of the State, for the use of the township, against any person 
in possession of the same, upon proof of the facts; and it is the 
duty of the clerk of the court where the suit was pending, or the 
judgment recovered, to certify the facts to the Superintendent of 
Education, on the happening of the events specified in the second 
and third subdivisions of the preceding section; and failing to do 
so within-a reasonable time, forfeits the sum of one hundred dol- 
lars—one-half to the person suing for the same, and the other to 
the State for the use of the township. When no money is recov- 
ered in suits on notes for purchase of school lands, no costs must 
be taxed against the township for such suits.* 1

Patent.—A patent issues, on the payment of the 
purchase money, to the purchaser, his heirs or assigns; and when 
the patent. is to the heirs, it vests a title in all persons entitled to 
claim in that capacity under the provisions of, this Code. 

$ 113 (993). Patent issues by the Secretary of State upon evidence 
of payment.—The Secretary of State must issue patents upon sat- 
- Isfactory evidence furnished him of full payment of purchase money 
to any person, agent or officer legally authorized to receive such 
payment. 

§ 114 (994). Patent issues by Governor.—' The Governor is author- 
ized to issue a patent for sixteenth section lands sold by the trust- 
ees of any township in this State prior to the first day of February, 
1876, to any person applying therefor upon evidence satisfying him 
that the purchase money has been paid, and that the applicant is 
entitled to a patent. 

$ 115 (995). Patent on certificate of Superintendent—Except

certificate of the Superintendent of Education that the whole 
amount of the purchase money specified in the certificate, with 
all interest thereon, has been paid. 

§ 116°(996). lIifistake in patent.— Upon proof to the Secretary of 

State of a mistake in the issuance of any patent, he must correct 
. the mistake, orissue a new patent, upon the return of the original 
to his office. 

$117 (997). Suits.—The Township Superintendent of public 
schools of any township may direct suits at law or in equity in all 
cases affecting the interest of such township, the counsel fees to 
be paid by the Township Superintendent out of the interest of the 
school fund of sueh township. 

§ 118 (8148). Township failing to recover, costs certified to Super- 
intendent of Hducation=—lf any township shall fail to recover in any 
suit brought by it, the clerk of the court or justice of the peace 
shall certify the costs to the Superintendent of Education, who 
shall pay the same out of the funds of such township, if any it 
have.* à 

$ 119 (998). Matured notes; how collected.—All notes for school 
lands deposited with the State Superintendent, if not paid within 
six months. after maturity, must be placed with the Attorney Gen- 
eral for colleetion ; but this section shall not be so construed as to 
prevent the Superintendent of Education from ordering suit on 
notes at any time after maturity, when so ordered by the Township 
Superintendent or the sureties on the notes. 

$ 120 (999). Attorney General may appcint agents.—The Attorney 
General may appoint agents for the colleetion of such notes, being 
responsible for any neglect on the part of such agents.

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CHAPTER Vi. 
LOCAL SYSTEMS OF PUPLIO SCHOOLS. ;

MOBILE COUNTY. 


. $123 (1225) Expiration of term of service of school officers in 
` office February 15, 1876.—The Superintendent of Public Schools 
and the School Commissioners in office February 15, 1876, in the 
county of Mobile, shall continue in office until the first Wednesday 
of September, 1876, at which time their term of service shall 
expire. 

§ 124 (1226). When successors elected, and commencement of term 
of service.—At the general election in August, 1876, there shall be 
elected by the qualified electors of the county of Mobile six com- 
missioners of public schools, two of whom shall reside at least six 
miles from the court-house in the county, whose term of office shall 
commence on the first Wednesday of September next after the 
election. 

$ 125 (1227). How new board of commissioners constituted, classt- 
fied; and-of subsequent elections.—On the first Wednesday of Sep- 
tember, 1876, the commissioners so elected shall meet at the rooms 
of the board of school commissioners, and shall elect by ballot 
three members of the present board, who, with the members previ- 
ously elected, shall constitute the board of school commissioners of 
the county of Mobile. The school commissioners shall then be 
divided into three classes, as follows: The members elected from 
the existing or old board shall be classed number one; the other 
six shall be formed into two tickets, having one country member 
on each, and the tickets shall be drawn for, and the first drawn 
shall be classed number two, and’ the other shall be classed mum- 
ber three. At the general election in 1878, three commissioners 
shall be elected by the qualified electors in the county, in place of 
those comprising class number one. At the general election in 
1880, three commissioners. shall be elected in place of those com- 
prising class number two; and so on every yéar. At the general 
election in the county, three of the board shall be elected by the 
qualified electors of the county according to their classification in 
numerical order. i 

$ 126 (1228). President and Vice-President of Board ; County 
Superintendent ; terms of office ; oath ; other officers and agents.— The 
school commissioners may elect a president and vice-president, 
who shall hold their offices respectively until the first Wednesday 
in September after the next election of school commissioners. They 
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shall also elect a County Superintendent of Education, who shall 
hold his office for the period of four years; and they may elect or 
appoint such other offleers and agents as they may from time to 
time deem expedient. The members of the board and the County 
‘Superintendent shall severally make oath before the Judge of Pro- 
bate of Mobile county that they will faithfully and: properly de- 
n themselves in, their respective - offices to the best of their 
ability. - 
$ 127 (1229). Incoporation of board ; general powers..—The board 
of school commissioners shall réceive, levy, assess and collect all 
^ devises, revenues and taxes to which they were by law entitled at 
the date of the organization of the Board of Education of the State 
of Alabama; and they shall have full power to continue in force, 
revise, modify and improve, as to them may seem fit, the public 
school system existing in the county of Mobile, and to make such 
by-laws, rules and reguiations, not inconsistent with the laws of 
this State or of the United States, for the government of the board 
and of such schools, as they may deem expedient or necessary. 
They shall hold regular meetings of the board, at such times as 
they may fix upon, and adjourned or special meetings when neces- 
sary. Five members of the board shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business, but,no business involving a change in 
the system, rules or regulations, or affecting the general interest of 
the county, shall be transacted except at the regular meeting, after 
due notice given, or when a full board is in attendance. The board 
shall be a body corporate, may have a common seal, may sue and 
be sued, shall have power to purchase or lease such property for 
school purposes as in their jndgment may be necessary for the 
proper accommodation and comfort of pupils and teachers, and 
may fix the compensation and bonds ot its officers, agents and em- 
ployes, and change the same at pleasure; but the sum or sums so 
expended shall not exceed, in any one year, twenty per cent. of the 
income of the board, exclusive of the amounts derived from the 
public school revenue. The board shall also have power to sell or 
exchange any of the property, the Barton Academy buildings only 
excepted; but when the value of such property shall not exceed 
five thousand dollars, two-thirds of the members of the board shall 
vote in favor of the sale, and when the value exceeds five thousand, 
the sale, to be valid, shall receive the unanimous vote of the board, 
and be approved by the Judge of Probate of Mobile county. 
§ 128 (1930). Filing of vacancies; proceedings recorded; semi- 
annual publications; report to S'uperintendent.—The board of school 
£ommissioners have power to fill any and all vacancies that occur 
therein, or in the office of Superintendent; and the persons that 
may be elected by the board to fill vacancies shall hold their offices 
until the term for which their predecessors were elected shall 
expire, The board shall cause full minutes of its proceedings to - 
be kept, in well bound books, subject at all times to the inspection 
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of the citizens of Mobile county. It shall cause to be published 
semi-annually, in one or more newspapers published in the city of 
Mobile, a full statement of the revenue and disbursements of the 
preceding six months, the number of schools kept, of teachers em- 
ployed, and of pupils instructed. It shall transmit annually to the 
Superintendent of Education, to be by him laid before the General 
Assembly, a full statement of its receipts and disbursements during 
the year, and such further information and statistics of its transac- 
tions as the Superintendent may require. l 

$ 129 (1231). The County Superintendent of Mobile county.—The 
County Superintendent of Education shall be ex-officio a member 
and treasurer of the board of school commissioners, and it shall be 
his duty to be present at every regular meeting of the board, and 
make full and detailed reports of the condition of the schools and 
of all matters coming under his supervision as often as the board 
may require. He shall have, under the direction of -the board, 
general supervision of all the publie schools in the county of 
Mobile, shall collect, receive and disburse the revenues af the 


board under such rules, and regulations therefor as the board may ` 


from time to time preseribe, and shall make detailed exhibits of all 
receipts and expenditures, accompanied by proper vouchers, at such, 
times as the board may require, and, in general, shall perform all 
duties and carry into effect all orders and resolutions which the 
board may establish and direct. He shall receive such compensa- 
tion for his services asthe board may ordain, and may at any time 
be removedfrom office for dereliction iu duty, after due examination 
had; but not less than two-thirds of the“members comprising the 
board shall vote in favor of such removal.: He shall give good and 


sufficient bond, to be approved by the president of the board and 


the Judge of Probate of the county, in such sum as the board may 
determine; but the penalty of the bond shall not be required to 
exceed double the amount of money which the Superintendent can 
receive and háve in possession at any one time. 


ARTICLE 11. 
MONTGOMERY. 


$ 130 (1219). Corporate limits a district.—The corporate limits 
of the city of Montgomery shall constitute a school district, sepa- 
rate from the remaining districts and parts of districts of the county 
of Montgomery. à | 

$ 131 (1920). City board of education.— The public schools of the 
city of Montgomery shall be under the management of a city board

City superintendent ; how he qualifies ; his commis- 
sion; co-operation in keeping up schools in city.—There shall be 
a superintendent of education for the city of Selma, and he shall 
give bond and qualify as required by law of county superintend- 
ents, and he shall be commissioned as superintendent of public 
schools in the city of Selma, and he is authorized to co-operate 
with the -board of education of the city of Selma in keeping up 
schools in the city; and' he is also authorized to make with the.

School revenues, and their disbursement.—The city | 
of Birmingham, as such separate school district, shall receive the 
proportionate share of-the public school fund coming to the county 
of Jefferson, including a pro rata share of the sixteenth section fund 
of each township that lies partly within the corporate limits of the 
city, the fund to be drawn and distributed by the city superintend- 
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ent of education in the same manner as county superintendents of 
education draw and disburse funds for their respective counties, 
and the amount thus drawn by the city superintendent of educa. 
tion shall be used exclusively for the maintenance of publie schools 
in the city; and the city of Birmingham is authorized to increase 
its school fund by receiving donations, but for the disbursements of 
all donated funds, the city superintendent shall not be entitled to 
any compensation.

Pro rata share of school revenues set apart and used 
in the town.—The town of Dadeville, as such school district, shall 
receive its proportionate share of the public school revenue, in- 
cluding a pro rata share of the sixteenth section fund of each town- 
ship that lies partly within the corporate limits of the town, and 
shall also receive all the tax collected as poll tax within the cor- 
porate limits of the town ; and the superintendent of education of 
Tallapoosa county shall set apart from the publie school revenues 
of the county, and disburse and use such pro rata share exclusively 
for the maintenance of the public schools in the town of Dadeville.

against the school district, and if two-thirds of the voters vote for 
the district, and a majority of the two-thirds be property holders, 
then the above trustees shall proceed to establish the seliool dis- 
trict under the regulations héreinafter set forth. 

$ 172 (1234). Power of trustees to levy taxes for school and build- 
ing purposes.—The trustees, and their successors in office, shall 
have the power to levy a tax on all property, both real and per- 
sonal, within the bounds of such school district, not to exceed half 
of one per cent. for school purposes ; and for the first and second 
years, half of one per cent. for building purposes.

$ 183. Marion a school district.—The corporate limits of the 
town of Marion, in. Perry county, shall constitute a publie school 
district, separate and apart from the other school districts in said 
county, and the inhabitants of such district are hereby incorporated ' 
by the name of the “School District of Marion.”

$ 184. Board of trustees ; powers.—To carry out the purpoges of 


*The town of Marion was constituted a separate school district by Act approved

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said incorporation P. B. Lawson, B. M. Hewey, A. C. Howze, J. G. 
Apsey and H. H. Hurt are hereby constituted and appointed a 
board of trustees of said “School District of Marion," who shall 
have power to purchase, receive, hold: and convey for and in be- 
half of said school district, all such real and personal property as 
may be necessary or proper for the purposes of such incorporation, 
and who shall control the disposition of all funds which may be 
received by or for said school district. B 

$ 185. Trustees organize; secretary ; treasurer—As soon as 
practicable after the passage of this act, the said persons herein- : 
above named, or a majority thereof, shall proceed to organize said 
board of trustees by electing one of their number president of the 
board, and by electing some suitable person or persons, whether 
members of the board or not, as secretary of the board, and 
treasurer of the school district ; Provided,. however, The secretary 
of the board and treasurer of the district may be one and the same 
person if the board shall so elect. 

$ 186. Terms of service.—The term of service of the persons 
hereinabove named as trustees shall be two years from the ap-

share of all funds raised or appropriated by the State for publie 
schools, and shall also receive its pro rata share of the sixteenth 
section interest accruing to the several townships of parts of which 
the said school district of Marion is composed, and it shall also 
receive all poll tax which may be collected from residents of said 
school district, and all funds which may be appropriated by the 
mayor and council of the town of Marion, or which may be do- 
nated for said school district. All funds for said school district 
shall be paid to the treasurer of the district, who shall receipt for 
the same ; and the superintendent of education for the State shall 
give the necessary orders and instructions, and issue the necessary 
certificates to secure payment to such school district of all funds 
to which it may be entitled from the State or from poll tax.

$199. Reports to superintendent of education.—Said board ot 
trustees shall require to be made out and furnished to the superin- 
tendent of education all such reports as niay be prescribed by law, 
or as may be required by him.

The school established, appropriation for its sup- 
port.—There is permanently established, in the Florence Wesleyan 
University buildings at Florence, in Lauderdale county, in this 
State, a school for the education of white male and female teachers, 
who shall be taught therein on such conditions and under such 
restrictions as may be prescribed ; and there shall be annually ap- 
propriated and set apart, from the first day of October, atleast* 
seven thousand five hundred dollars out of the general educational 
revenue apportioned to the whites, for the support and ‘mainten- 
ance of the sehool ; but no portion of the same shall be used for 
any other purpose than the payment of the salaries of the faculty. 

$ 195 (1264). Board of directors ; style of board ; no compensation; 
term of office.—A. board of directors is established, consisting of 
the following named persons: A. H. Jones, James B. Irwin, N.

cation, and which shall be known by the name and style of the 
Board of Directors of the State Normal School; and the directors 
shall hold their office at the pleasure of the board, and shall re- 
ceive no compensation.

by the superintendent of education, to the State auditor, upon ap- 
plication of the president of the board of directors, and the State 
auditor shall thereupon draw his warrant on the State treasurer 
in Pe of the treasurer of the normal school for the amount thus 
certified. : 


ARTICLE IT. 


NORMATL SCHOOL AND UNIVERSITY FOR COLORED TEACHERS AND STUDENTS 
AT MARION, 


$ 208 (1245). Normal: school with university department at Ma- 
rion, established.— There is permanently established in the Lincoln 
school building, at Marion, a state normal school and ' university. 
for colored teachers and students; and such normal school and 
university shall be operated under restrictions and on conditions 
provided by law.

$ 219 (1949). President, treasurer and his bond, and secretary.—

shall not vote on any question except in case of a tie; and they

The commissioners shall elect one of their number chairman, and 
they shall report quarterly to the superintendent of education how 
many pupils have beenin attendance, what branches have been 
taught, and other facts of interest and importance appertaining to 
the school. 

Bond required of chairman, approval thereof ; cer- 
tified copy filed in office of superintendent.—The chairman of the 
board of commissioners shall give bond in double the amount of 
the appropriation to the school, for the legal and faithful applica- 
tion of the sum appropriated, the bond to be approved by the judge 
of probate of Madison county, and a certified copy thereof sent to 
the superintendent of education to be filed in his office. 
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$ 225 (1262). Money, how drawn.—The chairman of the board 
of commissioners, after having given bond as hereinbefore pre- 
scribed, and the bond shall have been approved as herein provid- 
ed, and a certified copy thereof filed in office of superintendent of 
education, shall present to the superintendent of education a re- 
quisition for the amount herein appropriated, and the superinten- 
dent of education shall thereupon certify the amount of one thous- 
and dollars to the state auditor, who shall draw his warrant for the 
sum on the state treasurer, payable to the chairman of the board 


of commissioners, for the maintenance and support of the normal 
school.
